HOW MAY YOU ASSIST THE MEDI- 
CAL DEPARTMENT OF THE UNITED | 
STATES ARMY ?*

THE MOsT important matter to us, for I still 
love to think of myself as a member of the Army 
Medical Corps, is for you gentlemen, our breth- 
ren of civil life, specialists in medicine, each and 
every one of you surgeons, to learn and to know 
that we too are specialists in medicine. Your 
special work is surgery ; ours, that of giving-sani- 
tary advice and collecting the sick and the 
wounded of the march and of the battle, to pro- 
vide food, clothing, medical attention, and trans- 
portation for these from the front to the hospi- 
tal, often miles to the rear. We must train the 
personnel with which this is to be accomplished. 
The use that the medical officer has for a knowl- 
edge of medicine on the battle-field is to enable 
him to rapidly and correctly select the salvage 
which will best enable him to assist the officer 
in command to win the fight and the campaign. 
To do this he must save all that is possible for 
him to save from the wreckage of the battle’s 
destruction. In removing these injured he must 
so handle the transportation that it will in no 
way interfere with the steady flow of troops and 
ammunition to the front. The army medical

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officer’s training is all to this end. True, he 
must keep as nearly abreast with the progress 
of medicine as it is possible for him to do, but 


his special work is to so advise the commander 


that the troops will be kept in the best possible 
physical condition, and to prevent injury to the 


morale by seeing that the firing line is kept as 
free as it may be of wounded and helpless men, 
_by removing these wounded men as soon as it 


ean possibly be done to a point where medical 
and surgical attention can be given properly. 
That this may be done and well done requires 
that those who are to do the work must be well 
trained as medical men and then trained as sol- 
diers in this special function. Imagine yourself 
called upon to act as the chief surgeon of a divi- 
sion of infantry which had been in action and 
lost 10% killed and wounded. This would mean 
for you that you would have to collect and re- 
move from the front within a few hours some 
1800 wounded men. In doing this you would 
have to take command of and control 99 medical 
officers, 889 enlisted men, using 144 riding 
horses, 368 draft mules, and 16 pack mules, with 
48 ambulances and nearly 50 wagons. This 
would involve the control and direction of nearly 
3000 men, two-thirds of whom were injured and 
being eared for by the other third. This, as 
you will readily see, is a soldier’s work, and re- 
quires a soldier’s training. Imagine yourself, 
fresh from civilian life, suddenly commissioned 
as the chief surgeon of a division of infantry, 
a unit of this character committed to your care, 


and you told to prepare it for battle, the com- 


mander in a few brief words telling you of his 
intention and his desire. Imagine yourself

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studying a map trying to visualize an unknown 
country, undertaking to form a judgment of the 
most suitable places for your ambulances and 
hospitals under the instructions you had re- 
ceived. It would be puzzling to get this com- 
mand of nearly 1000 men out of their camp and 
on the road, to give each ambulance company its 
order for the place it was to reach at a definite 
hour, to each field hospital where it would prob- 
ably be best protected from the fire of the enemy 
and the hour you wanted it in position; to give 
the order in just what direction and to what 
point you expected to have the wounded evacu- 
ated. It is these things, so briefly outlined here, 
that make the army medical officer a special 
class of soldier. It was the lack of medico-mili- 
tary preparedness which caused the great scan- 
dal in the Crimean War, and the scandal of the 
war between the states which resulted in the 
establishment of the United States Sanitary 
Commission in 1861 to assist the Army Medical 
Department. It was this lack which caused men 
to lie wounded on the field of battle for days 
after the fights of 1861-62, and to die of expos- 
ure and lack of food within sixty miles of the 
City of Washington. It was this same lack of 
medico-military training which caused the great 
scandal of 1898, and that of the South African 
War in 1899. If we can only get the fact that 


the army medical officer must be a special class | 
of soldier, if he is to render good service, firmly | 


fixed in your minds, you will be in position to 
be of service, for you will then know that what 


we need is not a man with a knowledge of medi- | 


cine, but a medical man who has been trained in 
the special work of a medical soldier. Any 
medical man can become a surgeon with proper 
training. Any medical man can be trained as 
an army medical officer. 

Gentlemen, unless the medical officer who is 
to see to the collection, transportation, feeding 
and medical care of the thousands of wounded 
of a modern war, is trained in the soldier’s part 
of a medical officer’s work and well trained, it 
will spell disaster. No man can handle this work 
who does not know it, and who has not in the 
best sense become a specialist in this work. For 
one of you gentlemen, untrained in this particu- 
lar specialty of medicine, to undertake this 
work, is to invite misfortune into your life. Our 
war history is full of just such disasters. When 
you shall have learned this and shall have be- 
come convinced of its truth, you will then be in 
a position to know and understand the places 
where you can be of value to the army of the 
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Medical Examiners to the full fruition of its de- 
sire, and thus eliminate from the ranks of the 
profession the incompetent. The young men are 
the men who would come to assist us in the prob- 
lems of administration and transportation, for 
in time of war the army medical man’s function 
changes more than that of any other officer in 
the service, for he who has trained himself along 
the lines of giving bedside care to the sick or 
wounded, now suddenly finds himself con- 
fronted with the problems of giving sanitary 
advice to large bodies of troops, of collecting 
and transporting the wounded and sick to the 
hospitals, often miles to the rear. We are ex- 
pected to prevent the ingress of disease, and to 
handle the sick and the injured without friction. 
The younger men should be encouraged in every 
possible way to go to the camps of instruction 
now being held in many parts of the United 
States. Many of you older of the brethren have 
gone to these camps held for the Medical Reserve 
Corps officers. Encourage the younger men to 
go, to study, not military surgery, but the medi- 
eal service of armies. This is far from being a 
study of surgery, of medicine, or sanitation, yet 
involves a knowledge more or less complete of 
each of them. It consists in applying the knowl- 
edge of these matters to the military problem at 
hand. 

You can be of great service to the Army by 
inviting the attention of the young medical man 
whom you have trained to the advantages offered 
to the medical student by a career in the Army 
Medical Corps. Might not a law be secured 
which would enable you to recommend to the 
War Department those medical men of the 
smaller districts whom you knew to be licentiates 


of the National Board of Medical Examiners, 


whom you knew to be competent diagnosticians, 
men you felt to be well qualified to select re- 
cruits for the Army under rules laid down for 
them by the War Department? Would not such 
a group of men be of service both in war and 
peace? In past wars the work of the army medi- 


‘cal man has been done under conditions of stress 


and strain which would not be believed by one 
who has had no part in it. You have done the 
work, you have stood the strain, you have suf- 
fered the pain. Many of you know the whole 
story. Would it not be better to be trained? 
Would not this contact between yourself and 


‘the Army medical officers be in itself an assist-

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CLASSIFICATION OF REFORMATORY 
PRISONERS.*

WHATEVER a prison physician and laboratory 
worker may say to an audience of administrative 
experts on the subject of this session should at- 
tempt to contribute to the bases of administra- 
tive opinion rather than attempt to suggest ad- 
ministrative methods. 

The term ‘‘defective delinquent’’ like the term 
‘‘insane’’ has a social significance as well as a 
psychiatrical or laboratory significance. To the 
layman each is inclusive; but to the psychiatrist 
each is generic also. Both are good terms when 
used with discrimination. In the following clas- 
sification the members of the defective delin- 
quent class are scattered among the various 
groups of the segregable. 

It will be much better both for prisoners and 
all concerned in their training as well as for the 
community when they are classified before sen- 
tence is passed. In all Chicago criminal courts 
those accused are examined by competent medi- 
cal examiners and their assistants and the courts 
may be furnished with an expert’s findings and 
classification before sentence is imposed. Simi- 
larly, in the Boston Municipal Court there is a 
regularly appointed medical expert who fur- 
nishes the courts, probation officers and prison 
officials with an alienist’s classification of prison- 
ers. Other cities are considering the taking of 
this or some similar step. 

It is now an undisputed principle, having been 
repeatedly enunciated by authoritive writers in 
the ‘‘Journal of Criminal Law and Criminolo- 
gy,’’ that when prisoners are dealt with by the 
courts and prison officials on the basis of their 
mental condition as determined by competent 
examiners, rather than in accordance with the 
kind and degree of their unlawful acts; then a 
more rapid diminution of criminality may be 
expected. In other words the administration of 
remedial measures for offenders should consider 
the offender rather than the offence. The next 
question logically is: Why are not prisoners clas- 
sified earlier? Because the physical equipment 
for so doing has not been called into existence 
by public demand. 

The immediate advantage of classification to 
prisoners at the Reformatory consists largely in 
the broadened basis for judgment afforded the 
Board of Parole and Pardons and the adminis- 
tration officers, in the increased provision for

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the proper training of those of limited responsi- 
| bility and the adaptation of discipline to defee- 
tive individuals, some of whom cannot under- 
stand the rules they are expected to observe. 
It should be noted moreover that classification 
on paper must always precede the practical ap- 
plication of any system of penal administration 
such as we should seek to realize. Without 
an architectural plan there is no hope of com- 
pleteness of structure. 


Current classifications of prisoners and of 
other public institution groups take cognizance 
very properly of such gross and obv iously dif- 
ferentiating characters as sex, age, length of sen- 
tence and kind of offence, factors the recogni- 
tion of which is essential to a working organiza- 
tion within the institution to satisfy the immedi- 
ate demands of industrial, social and education- 
al adjustment. But what is sought by sociologi- 
eal students, institution officials, philanthropic 

agencies and legislators, is a classification into 

essential groups such that the individual pris- 
oner’s needs may be effectively and economi- 
cally met. Classifications then should be such 
as will distinguish clearly the kind of individual, 
his degree and kind of mental aberration or 
peculiarity, if any there be and enable the adap- 
tation of teaching methods, of custodial care 
and of educational uplift to the individual and 
to the definite group which he represents. 

A classification should be: (1) easily under- 
stood, t.e. workable, (2) informing, and (3) 
definitive.

To be sufficiently informing and yet workable 
there should be revealed at least the kind of 
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mentality and the degree of efficiency. In a 
simple classification the degree of efficiency may 
be uniformly expressed for each prisoner by 
classifying him in any one of two, three, four 
or more categories, ¢.g. as normal and subnor- 
mal or normal, subnormal and segregable, terms 
which represent definite degrees of mental effi- 
ciency separated by definite lines of demarea- 
tion. Besides this quantitative classification 
there should be a qualitative designation for each 
case as a cross-reference. The numbers of these 
descriptive designations must be much larger, de- 
pending on the number of recognizable varieties 
of mentality encountered. And there is also 
danger of so multiplying the designations of 
‘‘kind’’ or variety of mental departure as to ren- 
der the classification cumbersome. Some essen- 
tial classes are: epileptic, insane, congenital 
syphilitic, recidivist, alcoholic, constitutional 
psychopath, moron, drug habitué, ete. 

By whatever titles these entities be designated 
the province of each is distinct and definite, e.g. 
to the medical examiner the limit of the group 
‘‘epileptic’’ is nowhere coextensive with that 
called ‘‘insane,’’ and the term ‘‘moron’’ is ap- 
plied only to the purely intellectual defective. 
The recidivist is the habitual offender, often with 
antisocial tendencies and character defects, who 
repeats his errors of conduct, possibly because of 
an inherited tendency or an acquired twist of 
purview, or some mental conflict which may de- 
feat his ability to profit by experience. He may 
talk glibly in street-corner slang and sophistries 
and show good ability in some lines but his moral 
obliquity seems to be beyond his control. Many of 
these are incorrigible and prompt and persistent 
liars. The moron is the high-grade feeble- 
minded individual with or without antisocial 
tendencies. The accidental offender has no in- 
telligence defect. He may lack stability of char- 
acter, is often indolent and disregardful of the 
consequences of his acts and of the rights of 
others. His reason or ambition or pride may be 
appealed to, however, and his self-control re- 
gained. The constitutional psychopath may show 
good ability along some lines but he is unstable, 
unreliable, erratic, emotionally labile and in 
crises uncontrolled. A man’s mental faculties 
taken singly may not be subnormal; but his life 
history may be one of failure nevertheless be- 
cause of his inability to codrdinate those facul- 
ties. Such a man is a failure as a social unit 
and it is seldom indeed that one can be credited 
with a normal degree of efficiency. 

Surveys of simple classifications with ecross- 
references like those cited, show, e.g. the num- 
ber of alcoholics whose mental efficiency may be 
graded as normal and the number of alcoholics 
whose mentality has retrograded to the extent of 
their becoming subnormal or the number of fee- 
ble-minded of so low a grade of mentality that 
they require special training. Such classifica- 
tions based on recognized mental conditions and 
revealing actual individual needs constitute the 





best available criteria for legislators and insti- 
tution builders and administrators. Knowing 
the content of groups of prisoners in size, degree 
of mental efficiency and kind of mental depar- 
ture, one may plan the size and kind of school 
rooms, the kind of school teachers, the height of 
brick walls and may intelligently adjust the so- 
cial, disciplinary and educational requirements 
of each group. 

No one examination will give an adequate basis 
for a judgment on the kind and degree of a pris- 
oner’s mental efficiency: Something more than a 
cross-section view is needed, even though that 
cross-section view include a glance at all of the 
very many mental factors essential to be studied. 
It would not be enough to see the complicated 
mental mechanism at work for an hour, even if 
that were possible. A knowledge of the patient’s 
anamnesis is essential and this may be obtained 
by well-trzined conscientious field workers. 
Without a full knowledge of the life history, 
however, no true or adequate conception worthy 
of serving as a guide to the alienst’s judgment 
is possible. The basis of the medical psycholo- 
gist’s findings must be his full clear clinical case 
records. 

Tests of intelligence are essential but their 
value has probably been over emphasized by stu- 
dents, perhaps because they are so obvious and 
easily available. They have their place in the 
examiner’s armamentarium but can never give 
essential information outside their province, 
which is very definite and by no means inclusive. 
Tests adapted to the intelligence of school chil- 
dren are not adapted to differentiate reforma- 
tory inmates in kind or degree of intelligence. 
The advance in intellectual development from 
one year to the next in mental age diminishes 
as the age increases and 15 years is regarded as 
that of the normal adult mental level. The in- 
telligence of most prisoners is above that of the 
intellectual level of nine and the difference be- 
tween the intellectual level of 13 and 14 or 14 and 
15 is very small. Tests used to diffierentiate chil- 
dren of different degrees of intelligence are not 
adapted to reveal these small differences and 
furthermore, tests chosen for school children are 
not well adapted to apply to adults in years, 
even though they be of a low order of intelli- 
gence. 

In spite of every effort to be exact and definite 
in forming concepts of mental groups, the fact 
will constantly force itself on the examiner’s 
attention that there are borderline cases which 
present characteristics of more than one group. 
These require intensive study and repeated ob- 
servations. For instance, a recidivist may have 
a grave judgment defect and in erises act fool- 
ishly or not at all, or an alcoholic degenerate may 
be a repeated offender with the character defects 
of the recidivist, and he may be, moreover, an 
epileptic; but the fact that certain observed cases 
are confusing is no reason why mental group en- 
tities should not be clear and distinct. 
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A brief outline of the machinery of a system 
of inmate classification may be of interest. This 
might consist of the laboratory case records, the 
essential features of which are for each case: 
(1) the anamnesis, (2) the clinica] notes and (3) 
the diagnosis sheets or ecards to which are added 
surveys, card indices and other laboratory acces- 
sories. The anamnesis may be a large sheet or 
ealendar on which are systematically assembled 
the vital statistics of the case and of his ascen- 
dents and siblings, the childhood history, family 
life and training, school history, religious train- 
ing, manner of leaving school, attitude toward 
family, friends, employers, teachers, special ten- 
dencies early and late, habits of diligence or 
shiftlessness, recreations, escapades, excesses, of- 
fences, later failures, successes, arrests, incar- 
cerations and his reactions thereto. To these are 
added the institution records of industrial train- 
ing, school progress and conduct marks. The 
clinical notes bear the record of the laboratory 
test scores and the content of the examiner’s 
interviews. All opinions and findings are re- 
served, however, for the diagnosis sheets which 
may be filed on cards of various significant colors 
and employing for identification a code intellig- 
ible only to the elect. 

The collection of the above-indicated material 
from the prisoner, from his home, employer and 
friends and from the court and police and in- 
stitution records must be entrusted to skilled 
officers and field investigators. There is a real 
advantage in enlisting the service of those spe- 
cially skilled in this kind of interviewing. The 
interpretation of the assembled material can 
hardly be delegated, however. The examiner 
should be specially fitted by training, experience 
and temperament for the delicate task of inter- 
preting the assembled results from all the avail- 
able sources of information. 

The progress and future development of penol- 
ogy is directly dependent upon the evolution 
of classification of offenders. With only the defi- 
nite knowledge of the needs of certain mental 
groups now available, it is clear that the penal 
institutions of the future will show radical de- 
partures in arrangement and adaptation from 
those we now have. Now that classification on 
the basis of mentality opens another avenue of 
advancement, certain features of our present 
procedure seem very crude and very illogical, 
e.g. it is very illogical to impose a definite sen- 
tence upon anyone incompetent mentally to sup- 
port himself honestly. What such a one needs 
is treatment, not punishment. And it is illogical 
to limit his ineareeration when he needs a long 
course of specially adapted training similar to 
that of the feeble-mirided, the limit of which 
can be determined only by the slow progress he 
makes. He should be committed, not sen- 
tenced. To quote from our pamphlet published 
in 1912:* ‘‘The responsibility of defective 
delinquents is limited. Therefore they should

be committed to a suitable institution instead 


of being sentenced for punishment with fully 
equipped misdemeanants.’’ The Justices of our 
courts deplore the necessity of sending these 
defectives to a penal institution; but since there 
is no other place, inadequately equipped offen- 
ders must be sent there or soon be turned loose 
again on the community. It is not that the pro- 
ducers of the community have not been willing 
to care for the parasites in a better way, but 
rather that no better way was available. But 
now, as the members of the mental groups are 
pointed out, and the essential groups themselves 
become definitely limited, the means of supply- 
ing the needs of those groups may be safely left 
to those handling administrative problems. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


1. The classifications of public institution in- 
mates should be extended beyond the obvious 
divisions according to age, sex, reason of incar- 
ceration, etc., to include designations of variety 
and degree of mental departure since the indi- 
vidual, not his offence is to be treated. 

2. The advantages of such a classification 
are: (1) better intramural adjustment and 
teaching, and (2) a broader basis of judgment 
in the study of imminent administrative prob- 
lems ‘by boards of control, by legislators and in- 
stitution builders. 

3. There are certain classes of mental devi- 
ates and deficients of limited responsibility who 
should not be sentenced with fully responsible 
offenders; but who should be committed to a 
specially adapted institution as are the insane 
and feeble-minded. 

4. A medical examiner’s survey of the full 
clinical ease records containing the assembled 
significant factors of the life history, supple- 
mented by repeated examinations of the men- 
tality covering the whole field of mental activity 
is essential to a fair classification. 





VENESECTION AS A THERAPEUTIC 
MEASURE.

ALTHOUGH venesection is one of the oldest 
therapeutic measures known, medical literature 
contains little accurate information concerning 
its effect on the human circulation. Since the 
development of precise methods of measure- 
ment in medicine it has been but rarely em- 
ployed, and though it is mentioned in many 
systems of medicine as a manoeuver to be con- 
sidered under desperate circumstances, the im- 
pression is conveyed that the circumstances 
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Dial 1 
must be desperate indeed, that the danger to the 


patient is great and the hope of benefit small. 
Precise indications for its use, and accurate data 
as to results, are conspicuous by their absence. 

This paper is an attempt to contribute to the 
knowledge concerning venesection. Deductions 
are drawn from a series of fifteen cases, observed 
in private practice and in the wards of the Rob- 
ert Brigham Hospital. In the series venesection 
was performed on twenty-two occasions: once on 
each of eleven patients, four times on one pa- 
tient, three times on one patient, and twice on 
each of two patients. On each occasion a careful 
record was kept of the patient’s subjective and 
objective symptoms before and after the manoeu- 
ver, and whenever possible of the physical find- 
ings, pulse rate, blood pressure, and urinary 
output under the same conditions. 

The cases in which venesection was performed 
may be divided into three groups, according to 
the pathological condition represented. Group 
one comprises those cases in which there was 
valvular disease of the heart, with decompensa- 
tion. Group two is composed of eases of 
chronic nephritis with hypertension and car- 
diac hypertrophy, in which, at the time of bleed- 
ing, there were evidences of circulatory failure 
and impending uremia in varying degrees. 
Group three represents cases of hyperpiesis, or 
‘‘essential hypertension.’’ These cases very 
probably are nephritie in origin, but as their 
symptoms are quite unlike those of group two, 
they will be considered separately. There is 


also in the series one case of acute nephritis | 


with uremic convulsions. 

Group one contains four cases, of which two 
will be reported in some detail. All the cases 
in this group were of mitral disease, with steno- 
sis and regurgitation. 


CasE 1. Woman of 49. Hospital No. 73. Diag- 
nosis: Mitral stenosis and regurgitation, relative 
aortic insufficiency, hypertrophy and dilatation of 
the heart. 

Examination at the time of admission showed an 
anxious looking markedly dyspnoeic woman, with 
moderate cyanosis of the lips and ears, and marked 
edema of the legs and feet. Pulse rapid and ir- 
regular,—130 at the apex, 100 to 110 at the wrist. 
Both lungs were full of moist rales, there was 
slight right hydrothorax, and a tender liver could 
be felt 8.5 em. below the costal margin. 

Patient given morphia and digipuratum sub- 
ecutaneously. She slept but little that night, cough- 
ing a great deal. At five in the morning complained 
of sudden increase in dyspnea. Cyanosis became 
very marked, pulse irregular and poor quality. 
given strychnia and digipuratum subcutaneously. 

Two hours later she was much worse. Extremi- 
ties were cold, pulse barely palpable at the wrist. 
‘The right cardiac border was 4 cm. from the mid- 
sternal line. JRespirations, 35. Venesection was 
performed and ten ounces of blood were removed 
from the arm vein. After the removal of five 
ounces respiration became less labored, and at the 
end of the operation had dropped to twenty, the 
right border of the heart was no longer demon- 
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| stopped coughing. 


|pressure 160 systolic, 95 diastolic. 
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fallen from 130 to 100, while the radial pulse had 
become fair in quality, rate 90 to 96. The cyanosis 
was much less, and there was marked diminution 
in the rales heard in the lungs. Half an hour after 
the operation was over the patient fell asleep, and 
slept sixteen hours without drugs. 

Four months later the patient was again bled. 
She had been taking digitalis almost constantly, in 
spite of which decompensation had again occurred. 
Examination before venesection showed: marked 





| cyanosis, respirations 36, apical pulse 130, irregular, 


radial pulse 80, blood pressure, 125 systolic, 70 di- 
astolic. Right border of cardiac dullness 5 ecm. 
from midsternum, moist rales at the bases of both 
lungs. Urinary output for preceding twenty-four 
hours, 12 ounces less than fluid intake. 

One hour after the withdrawal of ten ounces of 
blood, the patient was again examined. The cyano- 
sis was much less, respirations 18, apical pulse 100, 
radial pulse 90, blood pressure unchanged. Right 
border of cardiac dullness 2 cm. from midsternum, 
only a few rales heard in the lungs. Urinary output 
during the following twenty-four hours equaled fluid 
intake, and twenty-four hours later had exceeded 
the intake by thirteen ounces. No other change in 
treatment had been made. 

Venesection has been performed on this patient 
on two other occasions separated by intervals of 
about four months, with results very similar to 
those described. 


Case 2. A girl of 16 had been in the hospital 
over a year, with rheumatic endocarditis, subacute 
in character, causing mitral stenosis and regurgita- 
tion. During her stay in the hospital, the patient 
had periods of fever, rapid pulse and discomfort, 
but never any signs of marked decompensation. 
The right side of the heart had never been demon- 
strably enlarged. Pulse rate varied between 80 and 
120, blood pressure between 108 and 130, systolic; 
60 and 85, diastolic. 

August 15, the patient was seized with sudden 
very urgent dyspnea and cough, raising sputum 
which was at first white and frothy, later pink. 
Right border of cardiac dullness 4.5 em. from mid- 
sternum. Lungs filled with moist rales. Pulse 140, 
irregular, respirations 30, temperature 100. Blood 
pressure 220 systolic, 130 diastolic. 

Given morphia, nitroglycerin and digipuratum 
subcutaneously. Remained restless and dyspneic 
during the night, sleeping poorly on account of 
cough. Dyspnea persisted. The next evening there 
was a similar attack, similarly treated. There was 
some relief, but the dyspnea, cough and pulmonary 
edema persisted, and the blood pressure remained 
high (190 systolic, 120 diastolic). 

Forty-eight hours later the patient had a third 
attack, and venesection was performed, eight ounces 
of blood being removed. Examination before bleed- 
ing showed: Right border of cardiac dullness 4.5 
em. to right of midsternum, lungs filled with moist 
rales. Patient coughing, raising pink frothy spu- 
tum. Pulse 160, blood pressure 200 systolic, 120 
diastolic. Respirations 50.

These two eases illustrate the effect of with- 
drawing venous blood upon a heart which is 
laboring against right-sided dilatation. In 
that condition it is unable to empty itself effee- 


tually, with the result that the dilatation is still, 


further aggravated by the inerease in residual 
blood. There follow pulmonary stasis and 
edema, asphyxiation as evidenced by the 
marked dyspnea, and because of the aspyhxia- 
tion, the blood pressure, both arterial and 
venous, rises, still further inereasing the load 
on the heart. 


Under such conditions, veneseection probably | 


acts in several ways to produce relief. To some 
extent it diminishes the amount of blood flow- 
ing into the right auricle from the venous sys- 
tem. This gives the stretched muscle a chance 
to contract more efficiently. As Burton-Opitz? 
has shown, the viscosity of the blood is markedly 
diminished in half an hour by venesection, 
which, if the heart force remains constant, 
greatly increases the rate of blood flow through- 
out the body. It usually causes a marked fall 
in arterial pressure, which as the writer has 
shown in a previous paper,” persists longer than 
a fall due to drugs. The first case cited is an 
exception to this rule. The blood pressure was 
normal before and after venesection. The 
writer has no explanation of this fact to offer, 
but it is interesting to note that a normal pres- 
sure may be unaffected by the withdrawal of an 
amount of blood which in the presence of hyper- 
tension causes a marked drop. In none of the 
cases in this series was a drop in pressure fol- 
lowed by symptoms of shock, in fact there was 
always strikingly increased efficiency of the cir- 
culation. 

Owing to the ease with which arterial pres- 
sure is measured, there exists a tendency to re- 
gard it as a reliable measure of the efficiency of 
the circulation, and to feel that a high pressure 
is proof of an efficient circulation, and a falling 
pressure means decreased circulatory efficiency. 
The important factors of rate of flow and 
venous pressure are disregarded by the elin- 
ician because he has no method of measuring 
them. They are, however, more important in 
determining the efficiency of the circulation 


than is the arterial pressure, so long as it re- | 


mains in rather wide limits. Lewis? has shown 
conclusively that increased velocity of the blood 
stream occurs simultaneously with a fall in ar- 
terial pressure (in one experiment from 250 to 
180 m.m.), due to venesection. <Albutt* states, 
“thus we see that the amount of blood carried 
to the periphery may be largely independent of 
the blood pressure.’’ So long as the velocity of

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fore, that venesection operates beneticially on 
the eireulation when stasis is present, in three 
ways: 1, It diminishes to some degree the 
amount of residual blood in the right side of 
the heart, allowing the dilatation to subside. 
‘2, it reduces arterial blood pressure, thus 
lessening the work of the heart in systole. «3, 
and this is probably the most important factor, 
it increases the velocity of the circulation, sup- 
plying the organs with an increased volume of 
blood in a unit of time. And, as the eases al- 
ready reported and the others in the series show, 
its results appear more quickly, and are of 
longer duration, than those obtained by drugs. 

The eases in group two further illustrate the 
effect of venesection on the cireulation, and 
suggest an added result due to the removal of 
toxie products from the cireulation, The cases 
in this group are of the well-known cardio- 
renal type, in which symptoms are due to two 
factors: the failure of the heart to respond to 
the extra demand made upon it by the altered 
circulatory conditions, and the accumulation in 
the body of toxic products which are not re- 
moved by the damaged kidney. The effect of 
venesection upon the heart in these cases is 
probably identical to that seen in cases of val- 
vular disease in furnishing a respite to the 
tired organ, but there is evidence to show that 
it also performs another function in removing 
toxins from the circulation. This effect is il- 
lustrated by the following case. 


A boy of fourteen was seen four hours after the 
onset of convulsions. The history was as follows: 
Four years previously patient had had scarlet fever, 
followed by swelling of the face and albumin in the 
urine. Under treatment the trouble had subsided 
and the patient had been in good health until a 
week before the onset of convulsions, when he had 
begun to complain of headache and nausea. These 
symptoms had been aseribed to indigestion. Four 
hours before he was seen by the writer the boy had 
been found in a convulsion by his mother. 
| Examination showed an unconscious patient. 
| There was some museular twitehing. The blood 
|pressure was 160 systolic. The cardiac apex was in 
the fifth space, one finger’s breadth outside the 
‘nipple line. <A eatheter specimen of urine was 
bloody, and showed a very large trace of albumin 
on boiling. Subsequent examination of the sedi- 
ment showed easts, blood, and round cells. 

During the examination the patient had a typical 
convulsive attack, the sixth since onset. Venesec- 
tion was performed and twelve ounces of blood with- 
drawn. There were no convulsions after the vene- 
section. Six hours later the boy was conscious and 
rational, and under treatment regained his usual 
strength, though the evidence of nephritis persists. 





It would be unsafe to ascribe the cessation 
of the convulsions to the venesection on the 
strength of one case, but the same thing is 
reported by obstetricians as occurring in 
eclampsia. It is generally believed that ure- 
mie and eclamptie convulsions are due to 
| cortical irritation by a toxic substance circulat- 
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ing in the blood, and it therefore seems logical 
to suppose that the abrupt cessation of convul- 
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| 
‘are important, and the lack of a convincing explana- 
tion for them does not lessen their value.

Another point in support of 


this argument is the fall in arterial pressure, | 


since the high pressure encountered in nephritis 


and eclampsia is in part due to vascular spasm. | 


Even before the uremic stage of chronic ne- 
phritis venesection may afford marked relief, 
and in the majority of cases (seven out of eight 
in the writer’s series) gives rise to diuresis. 
This is well illustrated by the following case. 


A colored man, 52 years old (Hospital No. 93) 
entered the hospital with the diagnosis of chronic 
glomerular nephritis, cardiac hypertrophy and dila- 
tation. Following venesection at entrance he was 
given digitalis, fluids were restricted to a liter daily, 
and a protein poor diet was ordered. The patient 
was kept in bed. In spite of this treatment he 
gradually lost ground, until three months after en- 
trance venesection was performed. 

Examination at that time showed marked dys- 
pnea, the cardiac apex in the sixth intercostal space 
13 cm., from the midsternum, the right border of 
dullness 6 em. from the midsternum, and a tender 
liver edge 3 cm. below the costal margin. 
were a few moist rales in the lungs, and the thighs, 
legs and ankles showed moderate edema. Respira- 
tions 40, pulse rate 120, irregular. Blood pressure 
220 systolic, 130 diastolic. The urinary output had 
fallen to eight ounces in twenty-four hours, though 
the fluid intake remained constant at thirty ounces. 
Digitalis and diuretics had failed to control the 
situation. Therefore, venesection was performed 
and ten ounces of blood removed from the arm. 

Before the operation was finished the dyspnea had 
disappeared, and the respirations had fallen to 28. 
The pulse had decreased from 120 to 100 and had 
become regular. Blood pressure 180, systolic, 100 
diastolic. One hour later the patient was asleep. 
The following morning he reported that he had 
had a comfortable night. The pulse rate was 80 
and the respirations 18. With the fluid intake 
limited as before, the urinary output rose to 81 
ounces, and remained above the amount of liquid 
ingested until the edema had entirely disappeared. 
The right border of cardiac dullness was four cm. 
from the midsternum twelve hours after venesec- 
tion. 

It is possible that the diuresis was maintained 
somewhat by the digitalis the patient was getting. 
If so, the case illustrates the point made by Mendel’ 
that venesection may so improve the circulation of 
the heart itself that drugs previously inert may be- 
come effective. This result was noted in two of the 
writer’s cases. Inasmuch, however, as all the cases 
in this group showed a definite diuresis following 
venesection, whether accompanied by the adminis- 
tration of drugs or not, it seems fair to conclude 
that the manoeuver has a diuretic effect in cases of 
cardio-renal disease. The relief of the dyspnea, in- 
somnia and headache may be ascribed in part to 
the improved circulation, in part to the removal of 
toxic material. The slowing of the pulse, which 
oecurred in all the cases in this series, is due in all 


probability to the more efficient work of the heart |

The third group of cases includes those de- 
scribed by the English writers as hyperpiesia, 
or as they are called in this country, hyperten- 
‘sion. The underlying cause is not demon- 
strable, clinically, though at autopsy arterio- 
sclerosis, nephritis, or both are found to be 
present as a rule. The symptoms are generally 
|cerebral, consisting of irritability, forgetfulness, 
\transitory attacks of aphasia; but vertigo, head- 
jache and attacks of weakness are not uncom- 
i|mon, Cardiac decompensation is not a marked 
symptom in these cases, and the urine often 
shows nothing more than a low specific gravity. 
In all probability they represent the beginning 
of arteriosclerosis, and the high tension is due 
to the presence in the body of the toxic sub- 
stance or substances which finally produce arte- 
|rial degeneration. 

The following case is illustrative: 





A minister, 49 years old, was seen by the writer 
in March, 1912. His family and past history were 
negative. For three years he had been suffering 
| from severe headache, mental confusion, and transi- 
tory attacks of aphasia. Under his physician’s care 
had had periods of relative comfort, but these had 
been growing less frequent and shorter. 

Examination showed a well nourished man in 
| apparently good health. The cardiac apex impulse 
| was palpable in the sixth intercostal space, 14 cm. 
from the mid-sternal line. Left border of dullness

aortic second sound was sharp and ringing. Pulse 
not remarkable save for its high tension. The 
artery walls were just palpable, but not tortuous. 
The urine showed a specific gravity of 1010, no 
albumin or sugar, the sediment contained no patho- 
logical elements. The Wassermann reaction was 
negative. There were no signs of cardiac decom- 
pensation. 

At the time of examination the patient com- 
plained of headache and a feeling of constriction 
over the temples. He was very depressed because 
his mental condition interfered seriously with his 
vocation. Venesection was advised and accepted, 
and twelve ounces of blood were withdrawn. The 
headache was relieved half an hour after venesec- 
tion was begun. In an:hour, the arterial pressure 
had fallen from 225 systolic and 140 diastolic to 160 
systolic and 100 diastolic. In spite of this marked 
and rapid drop, there were no ill effects. 

Six weeks later the patient reported that he had 
been free from all unpleasant symptoms since the 
venesection, and three months later consulted the 
writer to learn how often it would be safe for him to 
be bled. His symptoms were beginning to return, 
and he was anxious to obtain relief. A subsequent 
| phlebotomy, four weeks later, was followed by relief 
again. 


In this class of cases the symptoms may be 
due to the high pressure, to toxemia, or to cere- 
bral anemia due to vascular spasm. In any 
event, venesection meets all the indications. 
|The pressure is lowered, some toxic material is

Albutt* says, ‘‘In hyperpiesia, venesection is 
not only well borne, but its effects seem far 
reaching. 
ation, lying beyond our direct appreciation.’ 

How often it is safe to bleed a patient with 
hypertension has not been definitely established. 
It has been determined by Lyon‘ that, after 
small losses of blood, the number of corpuscles 
reaches the normal again in from two to five 
days. In hemorrhages which amount to from 
three to five per cent. of the body weight, he 
found the period of regeneration to lie between 
five and fourteen days. The amount of blood 
withdrawn in chronic cases does not approach 
this limit, and it is seldom that venesection is 
indicated within a month after its last perform- 
ance. There is, therefore, probably no reason 
why phlebotomy should not be repeated as often 
as the indication arises, within reason. The 
danger of permanently altering the blood by 
repeated blood letting does not seem, from the 
evidence at hand, to exist as a practical objec- 
tion. Fox® and Albutt* both report cases in 
which venesection was practised repeatedly 
through a number of years without any ill 
effects. The results in the writer’s cases agree 
with those of the authors cited. Fox® has no- 
ticed, moreover, that such repeated venesec- 
tions have permanently reduced excessive blood 
pressures, although the amounts of blood with- 
drawn were far too small to produce such ef- 
fects in a direct manner. Mendel’ agrees with 
these conclusions, and believes that better re- 
sults are obtained from blood-letting than from 
less vigorous measures. It seems fair to con- 
clude that the measure is without danger in 
these cases of hypertension, and that the re- 
sults, so far as they go, are favorable. 

In conclusion, the following statements seem 
justified by the cases reported by the writer and 
others: 


1. Venesection, performed under proper in- 
dications, is not a dangerous measure, espe- 
cially since the ‘‘dose’’ ean be accurately con- 
trolled. 

2. In the presence of dilatation of the heart, 
renal toxemia, hypertension or a combination 
of these conditions, it may be expected to act 
more promptly and more surely than drugs. 

3. 
time produces a more efficient circulation when 
performed in cases of hypertension, but does 
not, in therapeutic ‘‘doses,’’ lower normal arte- 
rial tension. 

4. It should never be performed in the ab- 
sence of definite indications, but should not be 
withheld until the hope of success for any meas- 
ure is gone. 

5. The amount of blood to be withdrawn is 
to be decided by the point at which relief is 
obtained. The error is generally on the side of 
too small an amount,

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF GASTRIC INTUBA- 
TION.

Ir has been stated, on good authority,’ that. 
Baron Larrey, Sr., preceded Kussmaul in the 
use of the stomach tube, having employed it with 
suecess in the nourishment of tetanus patients, 
and in the case of Marshal Murat, who had 
been badly wounded in the neck (1799). In 
these cases,” it appears that Larrey employed an 
cesophageal tube of gum elastic, which was in- 
troduced into the pharynx and passed a short 
distance down the esophagus. It does not ap- 
pear that the tube penetrated the stomach, for 
Larrey says that, at first, ‘‘we could not deter- 
mine whether the tube was in the larynx or the 
pharynx, until a few drops of fluid had been 
introduced. If in the former, a suffocating 
cough was the result.’’ To avoid this attack, 
Larrey himself directed the tube with his finger 
into the aperture of the cesophagus, but it does 
not seem that he ever went further than simple 
esophageal intubation. In regard to Kuss- 
maul’s priority, it is well to note that the title 
of his monograph of 1869 is ‘‘Ueber die Behand- 
lung der Magenerweiterung durch eine neue 
Methode mittelst der Magenpumpe.’’ In other 
words. Kussmaul was the first to employ gastric 
lavage in dilatation of the stomach from pyloric 
obstruction. The fact that his memoir is print- 
ed as an academic festal ‘‘Programm”’ of the 
University of Freiburg, in celebration of the 
birthday of Grand Duke Friedrich, indicates 
the importance he attached to this therapeutic 
innovation. Glancing at the first pages of the 


Programm, we find that on September 19, 1867,* 





he had already made a communication on the 
subject to the Deutsche Naturforscher und 
Aerzte at their Frankfurt meeting, and that on 


‘the authority of Bowditch, he attributes the in- 


vention of the stomach-pump to Dr. Wyman of 
America. But the stomach-pump has a much 
more ancient history, and the real point about 
Kussmaul’s priority is that he was indubitably 
the first to wash out the stomach for a patholog- 
ical condition other than poisoning. 

In the Galenic treatise on ‘‘The Physician,’’ 
we find the brief sentence that ‘‘to empty a full 
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l 
bladder, an instrument shaped like a Roman S 
is employed, which Erasistratus calls a cathe- | 
ter.’’"* But even before the time of Erasistratus | 
(300 B.C.), it seems likely that the simple idea 
of introducing a hollow tube into the rectum or | 
urethra, if not into the esophagus or larynx, | 
must have occurred to more than one ingenious | 
person. In the well-known section on ‘‘Medic- | 
inal Remedies which have been borrowed from 
Animals’’ in Pliny’s Natural History,® occurs 
the familiar instance of the ibis which ‘‘by 
means of its hooked beak, laves the body 
through that part by which it is especially nec- 
essary for health that the residuous food should 
be discharged.’’ Any hollow tube in nature, 
such as bamboo or the flexible stalks of water- 
lilies or other aquatic or semi-aquatic plants, 
perhaps tipped with bamboo, might well have | 
been adapted for this purpose, in the first in| 
stance. The Thakore Saheb of Gondal, in his 
‘History of Aryan Medical Science’’ (1896). 
mentions twenty varieties of Nadis or ‘‘tubular 
instruments like catheters’’ used by the ancient 
Hindus (p. 182), and states that, in their sur- 
gical teaching, dummy catheterization was prac- 
tised on ‘‘an unbaked earthen vessel filled with | 
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‘This tube is to be composed of an iron wire, 
much larger than a common stocking wire, or 
about 1/10th part of an inch in diameter.

Indeed, it will be found that 
the crude idea of nearly every therapeutic pro- 
cedure of permanent value came from primitive 
or semi-cultured people, and the history of each 
has ‘‘a long foreground.’’ In the textual his- 
tory of medicine, however, the ‘‘law of priority’’ | 
is that credit, in each case, shall be given pref- 
erably to the author of the first published record 
of the discovery or invention, 

In the case of intubation of the stomach, we 
find such a record in the graduating dissertation 
of Alexander Monro III (1773-1859) of Edin- 
burgh (the ‘‘evergreen tertius’’), which deals 
with the subject of difficult deglutition (De 
Dysphagia). In contesting John Hunter’s pri- 
ority in the matter of passing food into the 
stomach by means of a tube (1790), Monro ter- 
tius states that thirty years before the publica- 
tion of his own graduating thesis of 1797, his 
father, Monro secundus, had employed a flexible 
tube with bellows and speculum oris, for remoy- 
ing dangerously fermenting fluids and gases 
from the stomachs of cattle. The son gives a 
full description of this apparatus, which is fig- 
ured on plate xiv of his dissertation, and which, 
if we may credit his statement, dates back to 
1767. From a newspaper of the period, he gives 
the following description of the instrument by 
Monro secundus: 





tube with his teeth. 

‘‘ After the tube is passed into the stomach, it 
may be allowed to remain within it for any 
given length of time, as, when it is pressed to one 
side of the throat, it does not interrupt the 
breathing of the animal. 

‘‘The greater part of the elastic and com- 
pressed fixed air will pass through the tube, and, 
if it be thought necessary, the remainder of it, 
or the superfluous drink, may be sucked out by 
bellows fixed at the upper end of the tube, with 
a couple of valves, one at its muzzle, and the 
other in the side of it, so disposed as to allow 
the air to pass in the direction outwards.’’® 

On September 21, 1790, John Hunter read to 
the Society for the Improvement of Medical and 
Chirurgical Knowledge a ‘‘case of paralysis of 
the muscles of deglutition, cured by an artificial 
mode of conveying food and medicines into the 
stomach.’’ He describes his apparatus as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘The instrument made use of was a fresh eel- 
skin, of rather a small size, drawn over a pro- 
bang, and tied up at the end, where it covered 
the sponge, and tied again close to the sponge, 
where it is fastened to the whalebone, and a 
small longitudinal slit was made into it just 
above this upper ligature. To the other end of 
the eel-skin was fixed a bladder and wooden 
pipe, similar to what is used in giving a clyster, 
only the pipe was large enough to let the end of 
the probang pass into the bladder without filling 
up the passage. The probang, thus covered, was 
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introduced into the stomach, and the food and 
medicines were put into the bladder, and 
squeezed down through the eel-skin. 

‘*The instrument did not produce irritation in 
the fauces or esophagus; in such eases, the parts 
losing their natural sensibility, allow greater lib 
erties to be taken with them. An eel-skin seems 
very well adapted for this purpose, being 
smooth, pliable, and readily passed into the stom- 
ach; but as eases of this kind may oceur where 
eels cannot be procured, a portion of the gut of 
any small animal, as a eat or lamb, will make a 
very good substitute.’’ 

Thus it appears that, in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, Monro secundus (1763), John Hunter 
(1790), Monro tertius (1797) and Larrey senior 
(1799) employed or recommended each a flexible 
tube for artificial feeding or for withdrawal of 
the contents of the stomach. 

The next record in point of time is that of the 
Philadelphia surgeon, Philip Syng Physick who, 
in the Eclectic Repertory and Analytical Review 
of October, 1812 ,gives an ‘‘ Account of a New 
Mode of Extracting Poisonous Substances from 
the Stomach’’ (pp. 111-113). The ease was one 
of laudanum poisoning in two male twin infants, 
three months old, both of whom were in a state 
of profound coma when Physick saw them. He 
says: 

‘‘Under these cireumstanees it clearly ap- 
peared no time was to be lost, and therefore, as 
they could not swallow anything I determined to 
inject an emetic into their stomachs. For this 
purpose a large flexible catheter was passed 
through the mouth down the cesophagus into the 
stomach, and through this, one drachm of ipe- 
eacuanha mixed with water was quickly injected 
by means of a common pewter syringe.’”* 


After several trials, in which the different 
fluids ingested were withdrawn by applying a 
syringe to the projecting end of the catheter, 
good breathing and heart action was brought 
about in the little patients, only one of whom, 
however, recovered. In a footnote on p. 112, 
Physick says: 


‘‘The idea of washing out the stomach with a 
syringe and tube, in eases where large quantities 
of laudanum or other poisons had been swal- 
lowed, occurred to me at least twelve years ago, 
and I have constantly, for many years, recom- 
mended it in my lectures. In the year 1809, Dr. 
Dorsey performed the operation of washing 
out the stomach in such a ease, but the patient 
had taken the poison twelve hours before he was 
called, so that he did not succeed.”’ 


In a subsequent note in the same journal (pp. 
380-381), Physick adds: 


‘*T have the pleasure of announcing to you and 
to your readers, that in several instances which 
have recently occurred in this city, the practice 
has been completely successful.—In two cases 
treated by Dr. Dorsey, in which large quantities 
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of laudanum had been taken, there is great 
reason to believe that no other mode of treatment 
would have succeeded in preventing the fatal 
event. Both patients were saved by injecting 
warm water into their stomachs, and extracting 
it again, together with the laudanum, by means 
of a syringe. 

‘*T therefore am happy in having called the 
attention of the profession to a mode of treat- 
ment not before used in this country, at least 
within my knowledge; but | have now an act of 
justice to perform in aseribing the merit of the 
invention to Dr, Alexander Monro, junior, of 
Edinburgh, who published it in his inaugural 
thesis, in A.D. 1797. Of this cireumstance I was 
entirely ignorant when I sent you my _ paper, 
and probably should still have remained go, had 
it not been mentioned in his book of Morbid An- 
atomy, a work which has but very lately come 
into my hands.”’ 


Thus, while Physick was the first to pump out 
the stomach in a ease of poisoning, he very mod- 
estly renounces his claims to the invention of the 
instrument in favor of the Monros. In Ludwig 
Darmstaedter’s valuable ‘‘ Handbuch zur Gesech- 
ichte der Naturwissenchaften und der Teehnik’’ 
(1908), it is stated (p. 1822) that ‘‘the English 
surgeon F. Bush first emptied the contents of 
the stomach in a ease of opium poisoning by 
means of a suction pump provided with a gastric 
sound.’’ But Physick’s priority in the matter 
apart from his papers of 1812, is attested by the 
following affidavits, published in the Medical 
Recorder (Philadelphia) of October, 1826 (pp. 
325-326) : 

No. 1. 


I do hereby certify, that in the years 1802, 3, and 
4, I attended Dr. Physick’s lectures upon surgery, 
and heard him recommend the introduction of a 
tube into the stomach, in cases where poisonous sub- 
stances had been taken, through which tube, fluid 
might be injected by a syringe and extracted again; 
thereby enabling the ‘practitioner to remove such 
noxious substances from the organ.

No. 2. 


I do hereby certify, that I attended Dr. P. S. 
Physick’s lectures on surgery in the years 1805, 6 
and 7, that, in these lectures, the doctor exhibited a 
tube coated with elastic gum brought by Dr. Dorsey 
from Paris, and made there by Dr. Physick’s order, 
long enough to reach from the mouth into the 
stomach. With such a tube, Dr. Physick advised to 
inject water or other fluids into the stomach, and 
draw them back again by the aid of a syringe, in 
eases where laudanum or other poisons had been 
swallowed, and thereby to work them out of the 
stomach and introduce counter agents.

‘*In the year 1803, Dr. Dorsey was in Paris, and 
had made, by Dr. Physick’s order, a tube of the 


kind now generally used, constituted of the same | 
materials as the French catheter, and resembling | 


it, except in size. That the use for which it was 
designed was unknown in Paris previous to that 
period, is evident from a letter from Dr. Dorsey 


to Dr. Physick, dated 1803, and now in the pos- | 


session of the latter, in which he states that the 
makers were curious to know what was the inten- 
tion of so large a catheter. It was not long 
before they ascertained the point, and tubes have 
been since regularly imported from there, for the 
supply of physicians in the United States.’’ 


In the London Medical and Physical Journal 
of September and November, 1822, respectively, 
we find two articles on the removal of opium anc 
other poisons from the stomach by means of a 
flexible tube, by Francis Bush of Frome (Somer- 
set)® and Edward Jukes of Westminster,’ 
England. Jukes, however, claims to establish 
priority over Bush by a citation from an un- 
named periodical, dated May 29, 1822. Both pa- 
pers refer to cases of opium poisoning. Bush 
calls his instrument a ‘‘gastric exhauster’’ and 
describes it as follows :— 


‘‘The instrument consists of a common syr- 
inge, with a flexible tube fitted to it, of length 
sufficient to allow one end to enter the stomach; 
it may be formed of leather, or of the same ma- 
terials as the elastic flexible bougie (the same 
syringe should have these tubes of different sizes, 
to suit the various subjects who might require 
their use); the ordinary circumference of it 
would be from an inch to an inch and a half; the 
point destined to enter the stomach should be 
smooth and furnished with holes, like the 
catheter; these holes should be four, or six in 
number, and as large as the tube will admit of. 
By attention to this part of its construction, even 
the more solid, as well as the fluid, contents of 
the stomach will be brought from it, when the 
piston is made to act. The syringe and the tube 
should not be permanently fixed, but so con- 
structed that they can be put together and sep- 
arated instantaneously; and a flexible rod of 
whalebone should accompany the tube, to give 
firmness to it in entering the stomach, but 
should be withdrawn before the syringe is 
fixed.”’ 


Jukes ’s instrument is of similar character. 
with the exception that he employs an elastic bot- 


tle instead of a syringe for pumping. With this | 


apparatus, he made a number of successful ex- 
periments on dogs purposely poisoned with 
opium, and even went the length of performing 
similar experiments upon himself, In 1823. an 
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improved stomach pump, invented by Mr. Reed, 
of Hosmonden Lane, Kent, was introduced with 
success in the wards of Guy’s Hospital, through 
the good offices of Sir Astley Cooper. In lectur- 





ing on opium poisoning and upon the use of 
| Reed’s instrument at Guy’s, Sir Astley said : 


| ‘‘We are indebted for it to Mr. Jukes, a Sur- 


geon at Pimlico, who published an account of it 
in the Medical and Physical Journal for Novem- 
ber, 1822, p. 285; and a further account in the 
same Journal for June, 1823. Mr. Jukes origi- 
nally employed a gum elastic bottle to be applied 
‘to the tube; but the improvement of a syringe 


| was suggested by Mr. Bush, of Frome.’’™ 


| With this lecture, the stomach pump was per- 
'manently introduced into English practice, and 
| improvements in its construction were only a 
/matter of time. In the same period were pub- 
‘lished the pioneer English works on toxicology 
‘by Addison and Morgan (1829) and Sir Robert 
'Christison (1829), which followed Orfila’s great 
| treatise of 1813-15. 

In Maupassant’s ‘‘Mont Oriol’’ there is a 
satirical description of the passage of a stomach 
tube, in which the patient ‘‘with staring eyes, 
purple cheeks, lips covered with foam, panted 
for breath, gasped as if he were suffocating, and 
had agonizing fits of coughing; and clutching the 
arms of the chair, made desperate efforts to get 
|rid of this beastly tube which was piercing his 
| body ’’—the doctor all the while exhorting him to 
‘‘Cough! cough! in order to facilitate the de- 
scent!’’ This grotesque and very flippant carica- 
ture of a simple procedure—a good example of 
‘‘how not to do it’’—may at least serve to re- 
mind us that the idea of a stomach-pump or tube 
must have occurred to many in the past, but the 
difficulty of passing the instrument without 
much practice probably retarded its earlier in- 
troduction. The tube itself was nothing; the 
mastery of the technic of passing it everything.

RINGWORM OF THE HANDS AND FEET. 
By J. E. Lane, M.D., New HAveEN, CONN, 


Cases of ringworm of the hands and of the 
feet have been occasionally recognized for many 
years, though the first important report of cases 
of this condition was made by Pellizari in 1888. 
He reported seven cases of ringworm of the 


hands, in two of which the palms alone were af-| 


fected. There was no affection of the scalp or 
other parts of the body in any of them.* 
In 1892 Djelaleddin-Mouktar gave the first 


precise clinical description of the disease and | 


reported twenty-five cases, sixteen of which were 
on the hands and nine on the feet.* 

In 1910 Sabouraud ealled attention to the fact 
that eczema marginatum frequently affects the 
feet and occasionally affects the hands.* A little 
later he stated that eight out of ten of the so- 
called eezemas of the feet are really parasitic 
and that ‘‘the interdigital spaces of the toes are 
really the most frequent location of eczema 
marginatum of Hebra.’’* 

In spite of the descriptions of the disease that 
have been published, it is still not very well | 
known. Hartzell says that ‘‘the profession, with | 
the exception of those specially concerned with | 
cutaneous diseases, is as yet quite unaware of | 
its existence, and failing to recognize its para- | 
sitic nature, fails completely in its treatment.’’? | 

There are few statements as to whether the. 
hands or the feet are more frequently affected, 
but it is probable that the feet are much more of- 
ten the location of the disease than are the hands. 
Four cases were seen by Hartzell in the last few 
years. Three were on the feet and one on the 
hands. Sutton, who would not overlook this dis- 
ease in the discussion which followed a recent 
excellent and excellently illustrated paper on 
palmar eruptions, stated that ‘‘the condition (of 
ringworm of the hands) must be a somewhat rare 
one. Up to the present I have never encountered 
a case in America or elsewhere.’’® 

The nails are still more rarely affected, though 
according to Heller, whose experience with dis- 
eases of the nails is probably unequalled, such a 
diagnosis is not infrequently made. He says, ‘‘I 
remember having seen only two cases in the last 
fourteen years in which I was able to demon- 
strate the fungi in the nails. A great number 
of nail diseases came to me from colleagues with 
the diagnosis of trichophytosis without my be- 
ing able to find the tricophyton.’” 

Marie Kaufmann-Wolf has recently made an 
important contribution to the knowledge of ring- 
worm of the hands and feet, which indicates that 
it is much more common than has hitherto been 
thought to be the case.2 The eases studied were 
clinically dysidrosis (pompholyx). In about a 


third of the eases, seen by her during seventeen 
months in Paris, Vienna and Berlin, clinically 
diagnosed as dysidrosis, the diagnosis of ring- 
worm was established by microscopical examina- 
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tion. There were twenty-five cases so diagnosed 
and the fungi were grown in all but three cases. 
In seventeen of the twenty-five cases a hitherto 
undescribed trichophyton was found. ‘This has 
‘not yet been definitely classified, but Wolf, 
‘Sabouraud and Plaut are of the opinion that 
it is a fungus of animal origin, closely related 
‘to the trichophyton equinum, This would also 
seem to indicate that in this type of cases the 
‘epidermophyton inguinale, which was found only 
‘twice, is not the most frequent cause of ring- 
‘worm of the feet, although the statement of 
Sabouraud still holds good: that this variety is 
much more common on the feet than on the hands. 
‘However, the question as to what varieties of 
fungi cause these conditions is of scientifie in- 
iterest. The important point for the clinician is 
‘the fact that they are not very infrequent and 
‘that they present very varied appearances. 


| Ringworm of the Foot. Mrs. M. was referred to 
'me in October, 1915, by Dr. L. W. Bacon for an 
‘eruption on the sole of the right foot. A little in 
|front of the middle of the sole of the foot were 
'two or three minute, firm, deeply situated vesicles 
and, near by, one larger one which was distended 
with cloudy fluid. On the outer side of the dorsal 
surface of the foot there was an irregular slightly 
scaly patch about two inches long and an inch in 
width. The scales were fine, the patch was not 
sharply outlined, the edges were not elevated. It 
was so slightly marked that it might easily have 
been overlooked. On the rest of the foot there was 
| no evidence of any previous eruption. The skin of 
the interdigital spaces was perfectly smooth and of 
| oom appearance. Large numbers of fungi were 
found without difficulty in the scrapings from this 
patch. 

Ringworm of the Hands. Mrs. P., aged 28, was 
seen in October, 1915, at the Dermatological Clinic 
of the Yale Medical School. Both hands were af- 
fected, and the accompanying illustrations make a 
description of the lesions unnecessary. In this 
case the appearance was typical of trichophytosis, 
and the clinical diagnosis was so made. Fungi 
were found in scrapings from both hands, but with 
some difficulty. The search for fungi in scrapings 
from the affected nails was unsuccessful, though 
made at several different times. The history of this 
case is of some interest. The patient was married 
at 13, and had six children, of whom the first three 
are living. The last three died about one month 
after birth. She was married the second time about 
three years ago. Since that time she has had seven 
miscarriages at periods varying from the second to 
the seventh month of pregnancy. The eruption on 
the hands began about three months before she was 
seen. It started with the appearance of small ves- 
icles in the center of the right palm. The other 
hand was affected in the same way shortly after. 
The exfoliation began soon and the affected areas 
grew rapidly larger. As the eruption on the nails 
is continuous with that on the fingers affected, and 
as it is not found on the nails of the unaffected 
fingers, there is little doubt that the disease of the 
nails is also trichophytosis, in spite of the failure to 
demonstrate the fungi. Nevertheless, with such a 
history, the possibility of syphilis of the nails was 
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considered, in spite of the negative Wassermann 
reaction and the absence of any other clinical signs 
of syphilis. 


Diagnosis: The cases of ringworm of the 
hands and feet which present the typical classi- 
eal picture of a nearly circular eruption 
with an elevated, vesicular border and a 
eenter which tends to heal, are few. When 
such a picture is presented, as in the case of 
ringworm of the hands described, the clinical 
diagnosis is fairly certain. In most eases such 
a diagnosis is impossible, though in a certain 
number of cases there are some less distinctive 
signs which should suggest the possibility of the 
presence of ringworm. Intertrigenous affections 
of the toes which extend toward the plantar 
surface of the foot are always suspicious. Erup- 
tions resembling a limited vesicular eezema, 
whether on the hands or on the feet, should not 
be dismissed as an eczema without consideration 
of a trichophytie origin. Kaufman-Wolf’s study 
demonstrating the fact that many cases of clini- 
cal dysidrosis are in reality trichophytosis, 
shows the importance of the investigation of 
every case of this disease with this possi- 
bility in mind. The points which she mentions

as of assistance in making a clinical diagnosis of 
ringworm in such cases are, the acute onset of 
the affection especially in the warm weather, the 
/constant accompaniment. of itching, the usual 
locations on one hand or one foot; though there 
|are numerous exceptions to the unilateral loca- 
tion, the interdigital location, when on the foot, 
{with extension toward the plantar surface, fre- 
|quent extension toward the inner border of the 
‘foot, the deeply placed vesicles with a tendency 
‘to grouping, to confluence, to rapid pustulation 
|and their slight tendency to oozing. 

| In many cases there are no signs which especi- 
ally suggest the condition. In all doubtful cases 
|of eruptions on the hands and feet a microscopi- 
'cal examination should be made. The technic is 
simple. Loose scales from the edges of the 
|eruption, and the tops of the unbroken vesicles 
should be chosen as the fungi are usually more 
abundant in those locations. The scales or a 
‘small piece of skin is placed on slide, one or two 
drops of a 20% to a 40% solution of potassium 
hydrate is added and covered with a cover glass. 
The slide is heated over a flame till bubbles ap- 
pear in the solution. If necessary this is re- 
peated until the scales are soft enough 
to be easily disassociated by slight pressure on 
the cover glass. There is usually less difficulty 
in finding the fungi from lesions on the feet 
than from those on the hands, as conditions on 
the hands are less favorable to their growth and 
the more exposed location and frequent wash- 
ings mechanically remove the superficial ones to 
a considerable extent. 

Treatment: The mechanical removal of the 
superficial layers of the skin is an important 
part of the treatment. This is well accomplished 
by soaking and then scrubbing with a moistened 
cake of pumice stone or coarse sand soap. Sabou- 
raud says that on the hands this treatment is 
more useful than antisepsis, and that the lesions 
ean be cured by this treatment alone in most 
eases.° As an antiseptic application he recom- 
mends a 1% solution of iodine in 60% alcohol. 
On the feet a similar treatment is used but the 
solution of iodine is employed from the start. 
If this is not successful, a 1% chrysarobin oint- 
ment is applied. Hartzell recommends the oint- 
ment suggested by Whitfield, which is composed 
of 3% salieylie acid and 5% benzoic acid. After 
there is apparent cure the treatment is sus- 
pended for a week and then resumed for a few 
days with view of destroying any fungi that 
may have escaped. If dermatitis is caused by 
the antiseptics used, they are replaced by a 
soothing ointment until it has subsided. 

Tn eases in which ringworm may be suspected, 
but in which it is impossible to demonstrate 
fungi, it may be wise to try such treatment, for 
a trichophytosis, treated as an eezema, or un- 
treated, will continue indefinitely. Sabouraud 
mentions having seen one ease of more than three 
years’ duration. 

Ringworm of the nails is exceedingly difficult 
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to cure. The best treatment appears to be to 
scrape the affected parts of the nails frequently, 
and to keep an antiseptic ointment applied as 
constantly as possible. 
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WHAT GOITERS DEMAND OPERATION?

From a considerable experience in this locality 
with goiters, I have observed that many physi- 
cians still look upon goiter as a disease in it- 
self, and are not completely familiar with the 
varieties and the indications for operation in 
each group. With this in mind, T have under- 
taken to point out in the following paragraphs 
the types of goiter that are best treated by sur- 
gical measures and the types not demanding 
this form of treatment. 

In the first place, it should be clearly under- 
stood that goiter in itself means little or nothing 
so far as describing the disease goes. It signi- 
fies only that there is sufficient enlargement of 
the thyroid gland so that its prominence is no- 
ticeable upon the neck. This we know is but 
one sign of thyroid disease. Much of the eon- 
fusion in the minds of those physicians, who 
have not followed the advancement in diseases 
of the thyroid in the last few years, is due to 
a misunderstanding of this term. 

The thyroid gland is subject to the following 
changes from a clinical point of view: 

? Thyroiditis 

Enlargement (symmetrical or asymmetrical) 

without toxie symptoms (sim- 
ple goiter, colloid goiter) 

Enlargement (symmetrical or asymmetrical) 

with symptoms of hyperthy- 
roidism (hyperthyroidism or 
exophalmie goiter) 

Cysts 

Adenomata 

Carcinomata and sarcomata. 


1 Under a pathological grouping, a much more extensive division, 
according to tissue or secretion changes, may be made. For the 
purpose of classifying clinically for the practitioner I have used 
here only the simplest clinical grouping. 
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Thyroiditis oceurs chietly in the presence of 
infeetions elsewhere in the body. In the three 
eases which I have seen, abseess formation has 
occurred but onee, and in that ease it was impos- 
sible at the time of incision to be certain that 
the pus was not outside of the thyroid gland. 
It is obvious that surgical treatment will rarely 
be necessary here, and when so, only in the form 
of incision and drainage. 

Symmetrical enlargement without toxie symp- 


toms usually oeeurs in young girls soon after 


the establishment of the menses, and it is this 


type of goiter that I frequently have sent to me 





‘under the mistaken assumption that all goiters 


demand surgical intervention. The enlargement 
may be somewhat greater in one lobe than the 
other, and the gland upon palpation is fairly 
firm. Provided there are no symptoms of hyper- 
thyroidism, this type of goiter in no way de- 
mands surgery, but should be submitted to medi- 
eal treatment,? and a eareful watch kept for the 
onset. of symptoms of hyperthyroidism, when an 
operation should be advised. 

Colloid degeneration may also produce en- 
largement of the thyroid, which is more or less 
symmetrical, although one lobe is frequently 
enlarged more than its neighbor. The gland in 
this ease is usually soft on palpation. The con- 
dition is the result of a retention of some of the 
elements of the thyroid secretion. This type of 
goiter may be submitted to surgical treatment 
because of its unsightly appearance, because of 
pressure symptoms, or because it has persisted 
for a long time.* 

Enlargement involving the whole gland, or, 
what is more common, the whole gland, but 
more particularly the right lobe, with symptoms 
of hyperthyroidism, are best. submitted to sur- 
gical treatment in the form of ligation or par- 
tial thyroidectomy as early as possible. In this 
group it should be remembered that the so-called 
eardinal symptoms of hyper-thyroidism—goitre, 
exophthalmos, tachyeardia and tremor—need 
not be and frequently are not all present. It 
should be remembered that the presence of two of 
these symptoms with or without some of the see- 
ondary symptoms, such as nervousness, diarrhoea, 
sweating, ete., should suggest strongly the ex- 
istence of this disease and even the presence of 
an unexplained tachyeardia be looked upon with 
suspicion. This group of eases should be sub- 
jected to surgical treatment as soon as the diag- 
nosis can be made with certainty. 

Cysts of the thyroid, when of sufficient size 


‘to be noticeable, are usually single, and should 


he submitted to surgieal operation for the fol- 
lowing reasons: heeause of their unsightly ap- 


2Small doses of iodides or thyroid extract have been said bv 
come to have benefited this type of case. It should be remembered, 
however, that these drugs shonld never he administered in the 
presence of hyperthyroidism, and that by some they are said to 
predispose, or bring about, that condition. 


21t is said that with the advent of a hyperemia in a thyroid 
showing colloid degeneration, the colloid may be so diluted or 
changed in consistency that it becomes absorbed. T have never 
had an opportunity to observe this phenomenon, but there is no 
doubt that spontaneous disappearance occasionally occurs in sev- 


| eral forms of goiters. 
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pearance, because of pressure (upon the trachea, 
vessels or nerves), because they are intrathor- 
acic, or may become so. I wish here to call at- 
tention to the fact that a very large intrathor- 
acic cyst or adenoma may be present while there 


appears but a slight enlargement in the region | 


of the thyroid gland, represented by the top of 
the cyst as it appears above the clavicle or ster- 
nal notch. This is the type of case which is 
often overlooked by the physician, or told that 
his goiter is not of sufficient size to be of im- 
portance. I wish to further call attention to 
the fact that these intrathoracic goiters may 
exist with but occasional interferences with res- 
piration or circulation. 

In the past year I have had one case in which 
there was a visible goiter of but very moderate 
dimensions. The patient had had but one at- 
tack of suffocation coming on while alone at a 
hotel. He recovered from this without treat- 
ment, and was later sent to me by his family 
physician for operation. Before the cperation 
could be undertaken,- he became cyanotic and 
unconscious, so that I operated upon him with- 


out anesthesia (while he was unconscious). | 


A large cyst, whose lower pole rested upon the 


arch of the aorta, was evacuated, the pressure | 
relieved, and the man returned, to consciousness. | 


The sae was then removed and recovery resulted. 
I cite this case as one of several intrathoracic 
goiters to indicate how serious may be the con- 
sequences of too lightly passing over what seem 
to be small localized enlargements of the thy- 
roid gland. 

Adenomata of the thyroid may be single or 
multiple, and, like cysts, should be submitted to 
surgical operation for the same reasons—(un- 
sightly appearance, pressure, and intrathoracic 
location )—with the added danger that they may 
at any time become malignant. 

In the case of cysts and adenomata, it should 
be remembered that symptoms of hyperthyroid- 
ism as a result of pressure from the cyst or ade- 
noma may arise at any time and operation then 
be indicated. 

Carcinoma and sarcoma of the thyroid gland, 
to be benefited to any extent by surgical meas- 
ures, more than in almost any other part of the 
body, must be submitted to early surgical treat- 
ment, and then even under the most favorable 
conditions the prospect of early recurrence is 
great. This constitutes an argument in itself 
which should lead us to investigate and remove 
all suspicious localized swellings of the thyroid 
gland. 

To sum up, the indications for operation upon 
the thyroid are as follows: 


1. For hyperthyroidism (exophthalmic goi- 
ter). 

2. For pressure (either extra or intrathor- 
acic). 

3. For removal of unsightly enlargements. 

4. For malignancy or possible malignancy. 
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THE TREATMENT OF PSORIASIS WITH 
HORSE SERUM.

THAT psoriasis is a disease often most rebel- 
lious to treatment is a fact well known to every 
practitioner, be he a specialist or not; therefore 
any remedy which holds out the hope of alle- 
viation or cure is gladly received. Within the 
last year or two, various attempts have been 
made to get the better of the disease by intra- 
venous injection of the patient’s own serum. No 
clear or cogent reasons are given for this pro- 
cedure, its employment being entirely empirical, 
‘also there seems as yet to be no consensus of 
opinion as to its efficacy. Gottheil, a worker in this 
field, asserts ‘‘that blood serum, whether autog- 
enous or foreign, undergoes important changes 
after it has been withdrawn from the body. The 
administration apparently diminishes the sensi- 
tiveness of the skin so that there is less tendency 
to persistence and spread of the local symptoms 
and ordinary medication is more effective and 
ean be pushed without exciting reflective in- 
flammatory phenomena.’’ 

Horse serum is essentially of the same compo- 
sition as human serum, has been administered 
for years subcutaneously, being the medium for 
the antitoxin of diphtheria, and used as well as 
rabbit serum in the treatment of hemophilia. It 
therefore seemed to be worth while to try it in 
eases of psoriasis, and quite probable that it 
would act similarly to autogenous serum. <Au- 
togenous serum is prepared by withdrawing 75 
to 100 ¢.c. of blood from one of the patient’s 
veins, placing it in an electrie centrifuge for 30 
minutes or so, decanting the serum and inject- 
ing 30 ¢.e. into a vein. The whole process nat- 
urally must be conducted with great care as to 
asepsis. This presupposes laboratory conven- 
iences, which are not always at hand, and the 
‘operation in any event takes considerable time. 
| With this in mind, we have during the past 
/summer, experimented with normal horse serum 
in eases of psoriasis. The term normal is used 
there advisedly, the serum being obtained from 
the blood of normal horses as distinguished from 
that from horses undergoing the process of im- 
‘munization for the production of curative 
‘serum. The serum is furnished in aseptic glass 
syringes ready for use. It is not always clear 
‘as seen through the glass, but a competent se- 
/rologist assured us that this was probably due 
ito red blood cells and would make no difference 
in the reaction. This fact has also been re- 
‘marked by clinicians. Accordingly, six cases of 
psorisais in which the disease was well marked 
were given horse serum at weekly intervals dur- 
ing six weeks, all other treatment being omitted 
that its effect might be estimated. 

At first the serum was given intravenously, 
but after two cases of anaphylaxis had occurred, 
one of which was most startling, the remainder 
was administered subcutaneously. 
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The wales who developed serious symptoms 
of anaphylaxis was a man of 35, of good phys- 
ical appearance e and habits, who had one intra- 
venous injection without trouble. The second 
injection was followed by considerable pain in 
the arm, necessitating a visit from a physician 
in the evening after returning home. One week 
later, having received the third injection at the 
hands of an unusually intelligent house officer, 
he suddenly turned black in the face, his breath- 
ing became rapid and stertorous with a rapid 
and feeble pulse. A second case, a woman, de- 
veloped similar symptoms, though in much less 
degree. 

These occurrences led us to omit the serum 
altogether in the anaphylacties and to adopt the 
subeutaneous route in the others. The results 
in this series were inappreciable to ourselves, 
though the patients were unanimous in their 
claim that the psoriasis was less marked and 
loyally attended the clinics. 

Two private cases, one of which received the 
serum while taking a course of Liq. Potass. 
Arsenitis, while the other was given Ung. Acid 
Salicylici, improved greatly, the first result be- 
ing the almost total disappearance of the pso- 
riasis, and while the other is still under treat- 
ment, the patches have disappeared entirely, 
leaving only a faint stain. Among other cases 
receiving the serum was a woman of 40, who 
had been suffering from pemphigus for at least 
six months. She had been treated in two hos- 
pitals as well as privately, without result. She 
was given an injection of horse serum once a 
week subcutaneously, as it was impossible to 
enter a vein. Although she was in a feeble con- 
dition, no untoward results occurred. In fact, 
though before the administration of the serum 
the characteristic bullae of the disease were of 
frequent occurrence, every portion of her body 
having been attacked, even the mouth and 
vagina; since the injections none have been seen 
now for some six weeks. This experience with 
horse serum though not large, tends to show 
that the results of its trial accord with those 
obtained by others with autogenous serum, viz. : 
that serum, either autogenous or exogenous, is 
of little value in psoriasis when given alone, but 
that when combined with local or internal treat- 
ment, it for some unknown reason exercises a 
favorable influence on the disease. An advan- 
tage which the use of horse serum has over the 
autogenous product is that the patient is saved 
the operation of withdrawal of his blood and the 
administrator the time and trouble of the prep- 
aration of the serum, since horse serum can be 
obtained ready for immediate injection. It 
would seem that this remedy should be exten- 
sively tried out. 


(Since preparing this report, another case of 
psoriasis of several years’standing, treated with 
six subcutaneous injections at weekly intervals, 
has been apparently cured, the eruption having 
entirely disappeared.) 
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PHYSIOLOGICAL CONSIDERATIONS IN 
THE DIFFERENTIAL DIAGNOSIS OF 
NEURASTHENIC, HYSTERICAL, AND 
PSYCHOTIC SYMPTOMS.*t

THE autonomie, or vegetative nervous system, 
innervates the glands and the smooth muscles of 
the viscera, which, as far as is now known, are 
never innervated directly from the central ner- 
vous system. Under the control of the autono- 
mie system are to be found the tear gland, the 
dilator of the pupil, the muscles regulating the 
arteries of the salivary glands, hair, surface ar- 
teries, sweat glands, heart, liver, stomach, spleen, 
intestine, adrenal glands, colon, bladder, rec- 
tum, and the arteries of the external genitals. 

Dejerine and Gauckler, in their book upon the 
psychoneuroses, have chapters dealing with the 
following subjects: The Functional Manifesta- 
tions of the Digestive System; The Functional 
Manifestations of the Urinary Organs; The 
Function] Manifestations of a Genital Nature; 
The Functional Manifestations of the Respira- 
tory Apparatus; The Functional Manifestations 
of the Cardio Vascular Apparatus; Cutaneous 
Functional Symptoms (Vasomotor, Secretory, 
and Trophic); Functional Symptoms in the 
Neuro Muscular Apparatus; Disturbances of 
Sensibility; Functional Manifestations of the 
Sense Organs; Nervous and Psychie Manifesta- 
tions (sleep, headache, etc.) 

Janet, in his book, ‘‘The Major Symptoms of 
Hysteria’’ considers in various chapters, Som- 
nambulisms, Double Personalities, Convulsive 
Attacks, Motor Agitations, Contractures, Para- 
lyses, the Troubles of Vision, the Troubles of 
Speech, the Troubles of Alimentation, (Anor- 
exia, Paralyses of Lips, Tongue, Pharynx, Oeso- 
phagus, and Abdomen) Ticks of Respiration and 
Alimentation. 

A comparison of these two books shows that 
in the first, wherein neurasthenia is considered 
for the most part, the symptoms deal almost 
entirely with the field innervated by the auto- 
nomic nervous system, whereas, Janet deals with 
symptoms which are almost without exception 
in the field controlled normally by the central 
nervous system,—symptoms, which, for the most 
part, are capable of being voluntarily imitated. 

The study of the psychoneuroses cannot but 
be benefited by clarity of distinction between 
what is meant by neurasthenic symptoms and 
what is meant by hysteric symptoms. It would 
seem, accordingly, to be worth while if a sharp 
differentiation on a physiological basis could be 
made between these two classes of symptoms, 
and if cases showing symptoms involving prin- 
cipally the central nervous system could be

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classed as hysteria, while cases showing symp- 
toms acting principally through the autonomic 
system could be termed cases of neurasthenia. 
Of course, such a differentiation of symptoms 
need not imply that a given case of hysteria has 
no neurasthenic symptoms, or that a given case 


of neurasthenia has no hysterical symptoms. As | 


is well recognized, a case very commonly may 
have symptoms of both a neurasthenic and an 
hysteric type. If, however, a distinction between 
neurasthenic and hysteric symptoms ean be 
clearly made on a physiological, or an anatomic 
basis, much confusion and loose use of terms 
will be avoided.

system. Delusions of food pollution, etc., do not 
seem to cause nausea or interfere with the diges-. 
tion. In the midst of a profound depression, 
nutrition is often maintained surprisingly well. 
Frightful fears are often experienced with little 
modification of pulse rate, ete. Etherization 
sometimes produces little somatic reaction. A 
general paretic reacts little or not at all to a 
lumbar puncture. In fact, changes in affectivity 
involving the autonomic system are seemingly 


a@ common occurrence. Whether a break be- | 


tween the central nervous system and the auto- 
nomic system occurs when a _ psychoneurosis 
turns over into a psychosis, is an interesting 
question. At least, a suggestion of such a pos- 
sible break has been recognized as a change in 
affectivity and such a change in affectivity has 
been recognized as of value in prognosis and 
diagnosis. 

The suggestion is here made that neu- 
rasthenic, hysteric, and psychotic symptoms 
are possibly to be distinguished from one 
another on physiological grounds based upon a 
differentiation between symptoms involving 
mainly the voluntary nervous system as in hys- 
teria; symptoms involving mainly the autonom- 
ic system, as jn neurasthenia, and symptoms 
showing possibly a break between the emotional 
activity of an individual and his autonomic ner- 
vous system as in a psychosis.

REPORT OF A CASE OF CHRONIC 
NEPHRITIS WITH UREMIA.

In the course of a routine examination of the

On examination the right pupil was slightly en- 
larged and sluggish and the fundi showed exudates 
and hemorrhages. The heart was enlarged, a faint 
systolic murmur was audible at the apex: the aortic 
second sound was accentuated at the base. The 


. é |! pulse was large and regular. The systolic blood 
and many symptoms involving the autonomic | 


pressure was 180 and the diastolic 120 millimeters 
of mercury. Both brachial radial and temporal 
arteries were tortuous and hardened. The urine 
averaged 1500 cubic centimeters but often exceeded 
two liters in volume, was of low specific gravity and 


'eontained albumin, casts and blood. The Wasser- 
/'mann reaction of the blood and cerebro-spinal fluid 





was repeatedly negative. No edema could be demon- 
strated at any time. 

The patient remained in the same general condi- 
tion for a time, the blood-pressure was persistently 
high in spite of treatment. In March, 1914, noc- 
turnal dyspnea became pronounced, then mental 
symptoms developed culminating in uremic convul- 
sions with profuse diaphoresis and chills. A partial 
cataleptic state followed and the patient died on 
April 11, 1915. 

His blood* was repeatedly examined for non-pro- 
tein nitrogen and urea nitrogen according to Folin 
and Denis (J. Biol. Chem., 1912, Vol. II, p. 527); 
these figures together with the blood pressure and 
urinary findings are charted below. 

While the patient was receiving a diet exceedingly 
low in proteins consisting of cereals, jellies and six 
ounces of milk per day, two 24-hour specimens of 
urine were obtained quantitatively, and preserved 
under toluol in the refrigerator. On March 14 the 
patient excreted 9.38 grams of nitrogen, of which 
7.85 grams was in the form of urea nitrogen. On 
March 15 8.41 grams of nitrogen were passed of 
which 7.38 grams was in the form of urea nitrogen 
and 0.68 grams in the form of ammonia nitrogen. 

Abstract of Autopsy Report (Dr. C. E. Royce). 
The heart showed hypertrophy and atheroma of the 
coronary vessels. The kidneys were of average size, 
weighed 150 grams, surface slightly scarred although 
the capsule stripped readily. The cortex measured 
4 mm. and the medulla 12 mm. The markings 
showed fairly well. Microscopically, there was an 
excessive amount of connective tissue, thickening 
the walls of the vessels and Bowman’s capsule, re- 
placing many glomeruli and effecting the usual 
tubular appearance. Although diffuse, the newly 
formed tissue was most marked in the region of 
the arcuate vessels. The epithelium presented vari- 
_ degrees of degeneration especially in the me- 
dulla. 

The low urea and non-protein nitrogen content of 
the blood (within normal limits) even during the 
height of the uremic convulsion is interesting as

illustrative of that type of what is clinically known 
as uremia, where the character of the substances 
retained seems to be of more importance than the 
total quantity of urea and non-protein nitrogen. 
The phenolsulphonephthalein excretion indicated a 
moderate degree of retention. Unfortunately the 
total nitrogen of the low protein diet which the 
patient received, was not determined, but an excre- 
tion of from 8 to 9 grams of nitrogen through the 
urine on such a diet must be considered ample. 


This case occurred in the service of Dr. C. P.

PROGRESS IN GYNECOLOGY.

CANCER AND OPERATION. 
ALTHOUGH in the opinion of some enthusiasts 
radium is destined to supplant operation en- 
tirely in the treatment of cancer of the uterus, 
the actual basis of fact is not yet sufficient to 
carry widespread conviction as to the soundness 
of this view. Many operators still think there 


is a field for the radical operation, and Cobb’ the ete. 


reviews the work on cancer of the uterus at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital in recent years, 
and gives a comprehensive presentation of the 
chief points in the operative technic. The rad- 
ical operation is formidable and not to be lightly 
undertaken by the tyro, but in the hands of com- 
petent men it has given better results than any 
other method, in spite of the high initial mortal- 
ity. 

Cobb emphasizes the great care, from every 
point of view, that these patients demand, in

the stage of operability when the first symptoms 
appear. Cobb’s figures for cases done over five 
years ago are small, six in all, in which the more 
extensive operation was performed, of whom five 
are well. 

The combination of ether with spinal anes- 
thesia Cobb deems very satisfactory. The growth 
is curetted and cauterized at the time of the 
radical operation or a few days before. The care 
of the ureters is important; they must be han- 
dled a good deal and freed for a considerable 
portion of their course in the pelvis. There is 
weighty objection to the use of ureteral bougies 
or catheters during operation. To avoid injury 
when the ureters are once freed, Cobb lifts them 
with tapes. The tying of the internal iliac ar- 
teries, a procedure which has been somewhat re- 
vived of late, is advocated and employed espe- 
cially in the case of ineradicable growths. After 
the uterus is removed and all the vessels are tied 
the peritoneal cavity should be closed off entirely 
from the field of operation and the extraperi- 
toneal raw area should be drained by a small 
piece of iodoform gauze which does not come in 
contact with the ureters. Salt solution is given 
freely by the rectum, and the bladder is cared 


‘for by the use of urotropin and an inlying 


catheter. Cobb has seen no postoperative necro- 
sis of the bladder. 

It has been the custom to avoid secondary op- 
erations in cases of recurrence of carcinoma of 
Especially is this true if a radical 
operation, abdominal or vaginal, was performed 
primarily. That this is not the best plan is sug- 
gested by Zweifel?, who advocates secondary op- 
erations. It is true that at times the recurrence 
comes to the surgeon’s attention too late for re- 
moval.

Thus seventeen cases 
only remain to be considered. Of these, five sur- 
vived operations for periods from four years and 
five months to ten years and eight months. One 
of these patients underwent five operations for 
recurrence and, at the age of seventy-five, was 
free four and one-half years from the latest. 
Three cases died as the result of operation, one 
of septic peritonitis, the second of an abscess 
which burrowed from the abdominal incision, 
and the third on the fifty-third day from embolus 
following phlebitis of the left leg. 

This high percentage of cures in those cases 
in which exploratory operation showed removal 
to be possible, suggests the advisabliity of more 
frequent resort to such method of treatment. 


CANCER AND RADIUM. 


Much has been written on the use of radium in 
the treatment of cancer of the uterus, but the 
known results can be stated briefly. Ransohoff® 
advocates its use in inoperable cases, where it 
gives great relief. Some of these cases may 
prove later to be cured. He does not accept 
Kroenig’s dictum that it should be used in every 
case to the exclusion of operation, though all ac- 
knowledge that the five-year limit only will show 
the final test. 

The line of treatment laid down by Ransohoff 
is in accord with the practice of most operators 
at the present time,—to operate in cases in which 
the growth seems eradicable. While not in favor 
of pre-operative radiation on account of mate- 
rial increase in the difficulty of operation, he ad- 
vocates post-operative treatment as a prophylac- 
tic measure against recurrence. If radium is ef- 
fective for three and one-half centimeters only, 
even this range of applicability would cover 
most of the operable cases. If the carcinoma has 
advanced more than this distance the case is a 
borderline case, one of those which the surgeon 
so often wishes he had not attempted when he 
gets down to the growth. 

The report of the Radium Institute of London 
is to be recommended to those who desire de- 
tailed information and conservative views. An 
abridged report has been published giving a 
summary of the work of the past year. Pinch‘, 
the medical superintendent, says cancer of the 
uterus is very favorably affected by radium, 
both in inoperable and in operable cases, though 
it is not proper to speak as yet of a cure. Post- 
operative recurrences in the vagina are also fa- 
vorably influenced. But if extensive operation 
has been carried out, great care is necessary in 
the post-operative use of radium, employing

used night and morning for six weeks, at least, 
to prevent adhesive vaginitis. In some extreme- 
ly susceptible cases a transient proctitis has been 
noted after the intra-vaginal treatment. For

Von Seuffert’s’ experience in the treatment 
of cancer with radium, has been chiefly with 
reference to the treatment of cancer of the 
uterus, and he aims to give a fair statement of 
the present status of radium therapy as far as it 
is concerned with cancer. No method hitherto 
described gives as satisfactory immediate results 
in cancer of the uterus, whether the case is 
operable or inoperable. As to cures, no judg- 
ment can as yet be expressed. 

There can be no doubt that many inoperable 
cases can be so influenced that no evidence of 
carcinoma can be detected after treatment, and 
a number of such patients are now living one or 
two years after treatment who are clinically as 
if no cancer had ever been present. Among 
cases treated in the earlier period when radium 
was first used there are a few free for over five 
years. Yet it is also to be noted that especially 
in the cases first treated the effect was very 
superficial owing to the technic, and that it is 
recognized now that the depth of the penetration 
is an important factor. 

If the disease has advanced to the glands, 
operation offers a hope of cure in some eases in 
which radium does not, for cases with such 
glandular metastases have survived operation 
for more than five years without recurrence, 
and tests of the penetration of radium indicate 
three and one-half centimeters as its limit. 
Bumm found glands with uninjured cancer 
cells after radium treatment. Bumm has 
also raised the question as to the  in- 
jury or depression of vitality of cancer cells 
without evident microscopical injury, by re- 
porting a case in which carcinoma nests were 
found up to the line of excision, yet the patient 
was well one and one-half years after operation 
with no evidence of carcinoma in or near the 
scar. But if radium did not give quite as 
many cures would it still not counterbalance the 
high operative mortality? Only time can tell. 
When we consider local effects, the limit of 
penetration of three and one-half centimeters 
gives at least as good a chance for cure as does 
operation. 

Through recent refinements in technic, the ef- 
fects of radium in the body can be controlled so 
that there seems to be a so-called elective or 
specific action on carcinoma cells, though there 
is objection to the use of these terms in this re- 
lation. The progress which has already been

dangers and inereasing the efficiency. “WwW ith 
deep penetration the danger is to the interme- 
diate tissues. 

Allman® reports his experience in the treat- 
ment with radium, of inoperable carcinoma of 
the uterus, with results which are gratifying, | 
when we consider the discouraging nature of 
this hopeless group. He comments adversely on 
the use of cholin ,which has been so strongly 
recommended by some, on account of the dis- | 
agreeable constitutional symptoms of which the 
patients complain. 

Chéron and Rubens-Duval’® report similar fa- 
vorable results in a series of one hundred fifty- 
eight inoperable cases, one of which was cured 
(histological examination). One hundred and 
fifty-five showed regression, some of which are 
clinically cured, though less than five years 
There were two in which treatment failed com- 
pletely. These writers prefer massive doses, as 
do Kroenig and some others. 

The histological changes in the carcinomatous 
tissue are studied by Degrais and Bellot,’® whose 
article contains microphotographs of the pro- 
gressive destruction and final disappearance of 
the epithelial cells in the midst of connective 
tissue growth. 

Runge" presents the replies to an ‘‘Umfrage’”’ 
or questionnaire, which was sent to a number 
of German gynecologists. The questions were: 


(1) How do you regard radiotherapy for 

metropathies ? 
(a) X-ray. 
(b) Radium or mesothorium. 

(2) How do you regard radiotherapy for myo- 

mata ? 
(a) X-ray, 
(b) Radium or mesothorium. 

(3) How do you regard radiotherapy for cases 
of cancer of the female genitalia, and 
particularly in cancer of the uterus. 

(a) Inoperable, 

(b) Operable, 

(ec) Reeurrence, 

(d) Prophylactically after radical op- 
eration. 

(4) What combination do you use in the radio- 
therapy of cases of uterine cancer? 

(a) X-ray alone, total dose given; 

(b) Radium or ‘mesothorium alone, total 
dose given ; 

(ec) Combination of x-ray and radium or 
mesothorium, total dose given. 

(5) What filtration of rays do you consider 


best, 
(a) for x-ray, 
(b) for radium or mesothorium. 


Sixteen replies to the questionnaire were re- 
ceived and may be briefly summarized. 

For metropathies at about the time of the cli-

Radium or meso- 
thorium seems to be no better, not indicated, or 
more dangerous, though few had used them for 
| this condition. 

| For myomata, the results in general are very 
‘good if bleeding is the only symptom and no 
| complications are present. But Fraenkel con- 
siders radiation more dangerous than operation, 
;and von Herff says radiation is to be employed 
‘only if operation is contraindicated. Kroenig 
‘recommends radiation except in cases of young- 
‘er women in whom enucleation is possible. In 
general, radium and mesothorium are not used 
for myomata., 

Radiation gives immediate results, which are 
favorable in most cases of inoperable cancer. 
Some replies are enthusiastic, others withhold 
judgment, though all advocate giving it a trial. 

For operable cases all operate, except Kroenig 
who operates only in selected cases (methods of 
selection not stated); Bumm, who says radia- 
tion gives certain local cure; and Pankow, who 
says that up to the present time, at least, radium 
has given good results. 

Results with recurrences are generally nega- 
tive or unfavorable, though all try radiation if 
operation is impossible. Local recurrences do 
much better than glandular. 

Though prophylactic radiation is used by all 
(post operative), the general opinion is that not 
enough is known about results here to form a 
basis for judgment. In one reply it is said that 
the questionnaire was sent out at least a year too 
soon. 


CURE OF CANCER BY CURETTAGE. 


The question of whether cancer of the uterus 
is ever cured by curettage is discussed at length 
by Ladinski’® and briefly by Boldt®, the latter of 
whom merely reports a case which suggests that 
such a eure occurs. 

Ladinski gives an interesting historical review 
and attributes the lack of reports of such cases 
from American sources to lack of care in routine 
examination, either neglecting curettage in 
doubtful cases or neglecting careful examina- 
tion when curettage has been performed. The 
whole number of reported cases is small, so that 
the occurrence of three cases in the experience 
of one man in a comparatively short time is the 
more remarkable. Ladinski’s paper is compre- 
hensive, illustrated by a number of microphoto- 
graphs, and takes up some aspects of carcinoma 
not indicated in the title. In these peculiar 
cases, on which the material removed on curet- 
ting shows unmistakable carcinoma, most careful 
microscopical examination of the whole of the 
removed uterus has failed to show any sign of 
new growth. The most natural explanation,— 
that there was a mistake, a mixing up of the 
specimens—can hardly be urged in view of the 
known care exercised in the clinics from which 
the reports are made. The true explanation 
seems to be that the carcinoma was small in 
extent and sharply circumscribed and was all 
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removed by the curet. Possibly the slight rem- 
nants that were left were destroyed by the nat- 
ural forces of the body. But there is little, if 
any, scientific proof of the spontaneous cure of 
cancer. These cases must be regarded as of little 
practical significance as yet, for they are few, 
and as Ladinski well says, by no means to be 
used as giving a basis for a palliative method of 


treatment. 


MYOMATA OF THE UTERUS AND RADIUM. 


Abbe? reports a small series of cases of myo- 
mata of the uterus which he has treated with 
radium (fifty to one hundred milligrams) at 
varying intervals, and has observed for a num- 
ber of years. The tumors have diminished in 
size and in some cases almost disappeared, while 
in others no trace of the tumor remains on pal- 
pation. In one patient the mass filled the pelvis. 
Abbe has not seen harmful results with the tech- 
nic he has employed, and now regards radium 
as the treatment of choice in all cases except 
pedunculated fibroids. The observation of cases 
over a period of years has indicated the perma- 
nence of the result in menorrhagia, which is the 
chief symptom noted by Abbe. A simple means 
of intrauterine application which Abbe has de- 
vised is thin celluloid tubes, into which radium 
tubes can be introduced with safety even if the 
uterine canal is tortuous. 

Kelly’® presents some additional cases of 
fibroid of the uterus treated with radium with 
most satisfactory results. The size and position 
of the tumor seem to make little difference with 
the result, though the larger tumors show some- 
what less tendency to disappear. The preferred 
method of application is intrauterine. The ques- 
tion of dosage is not yet solved satisfactorily, 
but in the later cases Kelly has had a tendency 
to use massive doses for shorter intervals, as he 
thinks this is less likely to disturb ovarian func- 
tion. The chief indications are a fibroid tumor, 
causing bleeding and without complications. The 
danger of overlooking malignancy is not great 
as this is not a frequent complication. Only 
one case in this series came to operation, appar- 
ently on account of the size of the tumor, the 
bleeding having ceased entirely. In all, thirty 
six cases are included in this report, covering 
some cases previously mentioned. 


MYOMATA AND OPERATION. 


Marek’* says that every myoma which gives 
symptoms should be removed by operation. He 
has had some experience in treating myomata 
with radium, chiefly patients in whom operation 
was contraindicated or by whom it was refused. 
His results, he says, are much like those of others 
who have tried radium; of sixteen cases nine 
were cured, four were improved and three were 
failures. Kroenig and Gauss alone claim one 
hundred per cent. of cures. So that for the pres- 
ent Marek still advocates operation and reports 
a second series of cases, 





He discusses the subject from many points of 
view, taking up principles of treatment and indi- 
cations for panhysterectomy, and gives many 
details of the preparation of patient for opera- 
tion; narcosis, the incision and operetive tech- 
nic, he discusses at length. In a series of opera- 
tions, in which one hundred and four were ab- 
dominal and eighteen vaginal, there were three 
deaths, which were attributable to the advanced 
stage of the disease rather than to the operation. 
He attributes his good results to careful narco- 
sis, most careful asepsis, most careful attention to 
detail. 

In his second series of one hundred twenty- 
five cases there was one death, following a vag- 
inal myomectomy; death occurred on the six- 
teenth day from pulmonary embolus. A second 
ease developed phlebitis of the right leg, but re- 
covered. There were six cases of conservative 
transperitoneal myomectomy, three in preg- 
nancy, in all of which convalescence was undis- 
turbed. Even with low hemoglobin the patients 
do well and he operates, for vital indications, if 
the hemoglobin is as low as twenty per cent., and 
has lost none of these cases. The operation which 
he prefers is supravaginal amputation, which has 
a mortality of 1.07%, while panhysterectomy 
has a mortality of 4.7%. The more thoroughly 
malignancy is looked for, the more frequently 
it is found, Bumm claiming even as high as ten 
per cent. But especially at the time of the meno- 
pause, should one look for this complication. 

Tracy*® makes a strong plea for the operative 
treatment of myomata of the uterus. In a large 
series of cases of which he collected statistics, he 
found thirty-three per cent. in which some con- 
dition either of the tumor or of the adjacent 
organs was present, which would have made x- 
rays useless. He estimates that twenty-five per 
cent. of all the cases would have died in the 
course of time from disease actually present, if 
they had been left to the x-ray. As to the claim 
that x-ray should not be used until the patient is 
about forty years of age, he found that most of 
the degenerations occur after forty (sixty-nine 
per cent.), and that ninety per cent. of the cases 
of malignancy occur after this age. He esti- 
mates the operative mortality at about three per- 
cent. for he says that one death in one hundred 
cases usually means a death at each end of the 
series, which is not included. 

So that in view of the complications of one 
sort or another, which would prove fatal to the 
patient is left alone, or would not be relieved 
without operation; in view of the time required 
and the uncertainty of the result with the x-ray 
and the prompt and certain result of operation, 
he thinks that x-ray should be limited to: (1) 
cases which cannot be operated on at all; (2) 
eases which may be operated on later, when 
built up; and (3) cases in which bleeding per- 
sists after myomectomy, in which microscopical 
examination of the tumor and endometrium 
show no malignancy.

Wiliiams*® maintains that the perineum and 
the levator ani muscle have little to do with the 
support of the uterus, for the uterus lies at a 
distinctly higher plane than do these structures. 
He ealls attention to the well known facts that 
prolapse may occur without laceration of the 
perineum and levator ani; it may be temporary 
after delivery without perineal tear; and a com- 
plete perineal tear may exist without prolapse 
of the uterus or bladder. He holds that it is 
incorrectly assumed by many writers that retro- 
version of the uterus is the initial stage of pro- 
VESICO-UTERINE TRANSPOSITION. lapse.

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regarded. He emphasizes the importance of 
fascia in the operation for radical cure of hernia. 

The pelvic fascia is a kind of sling which gives 
the main support to the bladder, vagina and 
uterus, where it is attached to the cervix. In 
the region of this attachment there is a fan- 
shaped structure, the cardinal ligament otf 
Kocks, which is properly to be regarded as a 
part of the pelvic fascia, and not as the base of 
the broad ligament. Posterior to the broad 
ligaments the pelvic fascia is weaker and lies 
deeper in the pelvis. 

Bissell’s?? views as to the position of the 
vagina differ from those of Williams, for the lat- 
ter holds that in general the axis of the vagina 
is at an angle of about forty-five degrees with 
the horizontal plane, while Bissell regards the 
vagina, except at the introitus and vault, as be- 
ing almost horizontal. 

Bissell describes what he considers the normal 
position of the uterus and vagina, which is a 
little lower in the pelvis than is usually thought 
to be correct, but he also attributes the chief sup- 
port of these organs, especially the uterus, to 
the fascia of the pelvic diaphragm, the muscles 
acting only secondarily. The round and utero- 
sacral ligaments have, it is true, a tendency to 
keep the uterus in ‘‘standard’’ position, but 
only when displacement is marked, backward or 
forward. It is more nearly correct to speak of 
the ventral and dorsal aspects of the uterus as 
inferior and superior surfaces than as anterior 
and posterior. In the vagina only the lowest 
portion can be said to have an anterior and ay 
posterior surface, but here the ventral wall is 
superior and the dorsal is inferior. 

Bissell has used skiagraphs to show the normal 
position of the uterus and vagina, introducing 
metal sounds. The pictures which he shows are 
not at all clear, and apparently there are consid- 
erable technical difficulties in the way of getting 
good shadows through such thicknesses of tissue, 
but the method would seem to be capable of 
much development. 

Noble”? presents a consideration of the me- 
chanical principles in displacements of the: 
uterus, which is based on some experimental | 
studies involving measurement of intra-abdom- | 
inal pressure under varying conditions, This 
approximation to exactness is a welcome contri- 
bution. The apparatus used is a triple collap- | 
sible bag of rubber-silk and rubber, and a/| 
Faught blood pressure apparatus. The triple) 
bag, collapsed, was placed in the inverted sac of 
a suitable postoperative or other hernia, or in 
the vagina. In the normal subject lying on the | 
back the intra-abdominal pressure is nil, but 
rises to eighteen millimeters for the sitting or | 
standing position. Squatting causes compres- 
sion of the viscera and a pressure of twenty 
millimeters. Expiration in all postures failed | 
to show any pressure whatever. But on cough-| 
ing or straining the registration rose to forty or | 
fifty millimeters. If the testing bag is placed | 
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in the vagina beneath the cervix, it will show 
twenty millimeters less than the abdominal 
registration under similar circumstances, before 
the pelvic floor begins to bulge. On hard cough- 
ing the reading reaches the maximum. This he 
takes to mean that ordinarily the uterine liga- 
ments take this proportion of the intra-abdom- 
inal strain; beyond that they stretch sufficiently 
to transmit it to the levator muscle and the con- 
tiguous fascia. In lacerations of the perineum 
with cystocele, the full force from the abdomen 
is measured in the vagina at the site of the lae- 
erated perineum. 

Noble thus measures in millimeters of mer. 
cury the intra-abdominal pressure, and his find- 
ings confirm the experience of some previous, 
less accurate investigators. But in the later dis- 
cussion in which he elaborates the principles 
enunciated, he fails to take account of the fact 
that the contents of the peritoneal cavity are not 
simply water or air, or a mixture of these, but 
include a certain amount of solid material, the 
reactions of which are not explained by the laws 
of hydrostatics. Nevertheless the elucidation of 
the details of application is interesting, and 
should assist in clearing up a subject in regard 
to which there is still considerable difference of 
opinion.

‘BOSTON ASSOCIATION FOR THE RELIEF 


AND CONTROL OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


THE twelfth annual meeting of the Boston Asso- 
ciation for the Relief and Control of Tuberculosis 
was held in Boston on November 29. Dr. Arthur K. 
Stone, president of the Association, made the fol- 
lowing address. 

Asstract: Throughout Massachusetts the ad- 
vance this present year has been very great; new 
hospitals have been built and opened, and most 
important of all, thanks to the wise direction and 
insistence of the State Department of Health, dis- 
pensaries have been opened in all cities and towns of 
10,000 inhabitants. 

This establishment of the dispensaries in fifty- 
four cities and towns, and the standardization of 
their work, which will gradually follow through the 


| work of the State inspectors of health, cannot but 


put the tuberculosis work in Massachusetts on a 
high plane. 

In the city of Boston careful plans were formed 
for the care of tuberculous patients. A fine hospital 
has been erected at Mattapan, and during the past 
year 140 new beds have been added. But when this 
addition is in working order, there will still be a 
long waiting list of patients, and the trustees must 
continue to hire beds in other institutions, and 
still be unable to provide for many cases. The Dis- 
pensary of the Consumptives’ Hospital Department 
is still doing excellent work under the direction of 
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Dr. Floyd and his staff, other institutions in the 
city referring all their cases to it; but this clinic 
is greatly in need of larger accommodations. It is 
possible also that there should be outlying sub- 
dispensaries. 

It is a great mistake to consider the tuberculosis 
problem now a general health problem. We have 
not enough accommodations to care for those who 
are a danger to the community, and there is still 
much to be done in the way of education; and the 
intensive work, which can be done only by the 
nurse in the home, will continue to be needed for 
some time to come. 

The Boston Consumptives’ Hospital Trustees 
made a serious mistake when they closed the Day 
Camp at Mattapan. Such a camp could be well 
used by patients waiting to get into a sanatorium, 
and other patients who are in a quiescent stage, 
but unable to do vigorous work. The Boston School 
Committee, which is doing a great deal to make 
health conditions in schools better, might be doing 
much more in the way of special open air school 
rooms. The Children’s Department of the Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital should be developed, and a pre- 
ventorium should be carefully considered. 

With over 1200 deaths a year from the disease in 
this city, there is much for the tuberculosis workers 
of this community to fight for. 

The annual report of the Secretary, Seymour TI. 
Stone, was as follows: 

AsstractT: One hundred deaths from tuberculosis 
a month is what Boston suffered last year from this 
preventable disease. Boston needs more hospital 
beds to care for the many sufferers living in crowded 
quarters, where they are probably infecting others 
in the family. 

A study of the records of all those examined at the 
Out-Patient Department of the Boston Consump- 
tives’ Hospital for the past six years show that 2% 
were persons who worked in establishments where 
food was prepared and served to the public, such as 
cooks, waiters, and bakers, and that one-third of 
these were throwing off disease germs and were 
consequently dangerous to the public. 

As a result of this finding, the Association ap- 
pointed a Committee on Health in Industry, with a 
paid Secretary. The aim of this committee is to 
preserve the health of employees, for the accom- 
plishment of which it is seeking to install graduate 
nurses in mercantile and manufacturing plants. 
The committee believes strongly that this method 
not only benefits the employee, but is a saving to 
the employer, in that an employee in good condition | 
is more efficient and valuable than one in poor 
health. 

The work of the Association for the year has con- | 
sisted in running Prendergast Camp, where 96 pa- 
tients were aided; the carrying on of a branch tu- | 
bereulosis elinie in East Boston, as an experiment | 
in codperation with the Maverick Dispensary and | 
the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital Department; | 
and a special study of conditions in one section of 
the city where the death rate from the disease was 
very high. 

In legislation the Association considered twenty- 
three different bills, approving fifteen, eleven of 
which became laws. The Association also supported 
the movement to change the organization of the | 
Health Department by placing it under a single. 
commissioner instead of a board of three. 

One of the most important functions of the Asso- | 
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ciation is its educational work. Exhibits were in 
constant use, many lectures were given, and a 
total of nearly 60,000 pieces of literature distrib- 
uted. Another piece of educational work was the 
cooperation with ten other health agencies in giv- 
ing free motion picture shows in the parks of the 
city. These shows were seen by about 125,000 per- 
sons, 

Last year the Association sold 204,000 Red Cross 
Christmas seals, 8242% of the proceeds of which 
were used locally for tubereulosis work. This 
year’s campaign has just begun, and it is hoped, 
with the aid of the public, that the figures of last 
season will be exceeded. 

The importance of continuing a vigorous cam- 
paign against the disease is apparent by a recent 
utterance of Surgeon-General William C. Gorgas, 
who said: “Tubereulosis remains the most im- 
portant health problem in this country in spite of 
all the work that has been done upon it.”

THE TUBERCULOSIS NURSE AS A MODERN HEALTH AGENT, 


Anstract: The real and constant purpose of all 
tubereulosis work is prevention. Cure, the never- 
to-be-ignored-nor-neglected, is secondary and inci- 
dental. Nevertheless, this very fact has tended to 
swing the pendulum too far away from curative 
and nursing care. All thoroughly effective tuber- 
culosis work must include both. 

The relation of the nurse’s service to the dis- 
pensary, clinic, class, sanitarium and hospital is 
that of a scouting and follow-up agent and inter- 
preter. Her work is primarily in the home, and 
has its chief value because her instruction ineludes 
the home and family. This intimate contact brings 
to her knowledge all manner of family problems, 
such as employment and unemployment, housing, 
budgets, dietaries, pension funds, ete. It leads her 
into schools and to employers and landlords, to relief 
associations and to practically all divisions of the 
Health Department. She is, therefore, inevitably, 
a social worker and general public health nurse. 
If she cannot escape these duties, she must be 
trained for them. When trained, she will be a far 
greater influence for the extension of tuberculosis 
and all other publie health work to people of all 
classes, and she will, thereby, help to secure public 
support for all such work, which should be the 


/goal of every public health enterprise.

Arnstract: The nurses of the Department of 
Public Health in Toronto, a city of 500,000, are 
assigned to small districts in which they are respon- 
sible for all forms of public health nursing in the 
home, and also for the well-baby and tuberculosis 
clinics. The unit of health work is the family.

The large group of public 
health nurses is developing an enthusiasm and 
efficiency which is undoubtedly the result of re- 
sponsibility and the demand for individual, con- 
structive work.

HEADACHE.* 


Dr. Davin L. Epsatu: | 

There are three conditions especially in which 
there is a frightful misuse of drugs as drugs, and in 
the treatment of which the proprietary agencies 
gain because of methods common in the medical 
profession. These conditions may be occasioned by 
the most elusive causes, and often require more time, 
pains and care from the physician than the more 
severe organic conditions. They are headache, in- 
somnia, constipation. Palliative treatment alone 
should narely be employed in treating headaches, as 
is so often the practice of physicians, for the inevi- 
table tendency to increase the analgesic will often 
result in ultimate damage, sometimes serious. Cases 
have come under my observation of patients taking 
as much as 60 grains of acetphenetidine daily, by 
physicians’ .orders, as “palliative” treatment for 
headache. One patient took as much as 58 grains of 
acetanilid, and 150 grains of K. Br. in eight hours. 

In considering headache as a symptom we need 
for practical purposes to have a point of view and 
method of investigating the causes of the condition. 
The following six causes are among the more defi- 
nite and easily accessible conditions giving rise to 


headache: 


1. Organic brain disease deserves no serious 
thought usually. But if the headache is compara- 
tively recent, severe and persistent in a patient not 
previous subject to such pain, and especially if there 
is vomiting or disturbance of gait or other suggestive 
symptoms, organic brain disease must be considered. 
It may be difficult to rule it out: often it is easy. 

2. Always learn whether eyes have been recently 
and properly refracted. If not, have them examined. 

8. Headaches may arise from local lesions in the 
nose, sinuses or teeth. 

4. Nephritis. This is somewhat less evident and 
would escape casual observation. Blood pressure, | 
urine, eye-grounds and circulatory condition should 
be sufficient ground for diagnosis, but at times it is 
difficult to determine that nephritis is absent.

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5. Acute Infections. These need to be thought 
of in recent cases. Typhoid fever in particular may 
be present for ten days with no other symptoms 
than a dull persistent headache and some malaise. 
Syphilis, of course, often causes headache. 

6. Toxic. Acute aleoholism. Chronic aleohol- 
ism. Excessive tobacco, tea or coffee. Tea—apt to 
be drunk to excess by maids and cooks. Various in- 
dustrial poisons, especially lead. Naphtha and nitro 
compounds. The latter, used especially in manufae- 
ture of explosives, sometimes causes both temporary 
and persistent headaches. The English soldiers in 
the Boer war indulged in nitroglycerine and dyna- 
mite drunks which were followed by severe head- 
aches. 





There are other forms of headache, the most com- 
mon of all, whose etiology is less easily obtained. 


These are: 


1. Migraine. The characteristic hereditary, ocu- 
lar, spasmodic and hemicranial features are of value 
in its recognition. It is often relatively easy to 
benefit migraine, because it is usually increased by 
the other accessible causes of headache. Migraine 
often improves in middle life. But it is hard to 
treat migraine really successfully. 

2. Headaches due to habits of body or to local 
conditions of indefinite character. 

a. Fatigue. Treatment is directed at the fatigue. 

b. Emotional and psychoneurotic. Be chary, 
however, of making a diagnosis of “neuras- 
thenic headache.” ‘“Neurasthenic” has taken 
the place of “the urie acid diathesis” as a 
phrase to cloak ignorance. 

c. Lack of exercise. The average subject of 
headache notices that he has less headache 
in the summer than during the winter. Mi- 

* grainous headaches are no exceptions to this 
rule. The importance of exercise must not 
be forgotten. 

d. A large proportion of patients in this class 
are undernourished, often not because of 
actual disturbance of digestion, but rather 
simply as the result of habit. Their diet has 
been small in amount and limited in type 
of food. Caution must be exercised in in- 
creasing the quantity and the variety. Simply 
spending time in the open air is of great 
value. In the vague types of headache the 
physician must expect to expend much time, 
care and pains in both diagnosis and treat- 
ment. 

e. Local foealized infections, especially in the 
head, may be a source of headache. 

f. Actual indigestion. The indigestion is more 
apt to be intestinal than gastric. 


Carbohydrates are a comparatively common 
rause of intestinal indigestion. This is detected by 
gas-forming stools and excess gas formation in the 
intestines, and often excess in the use of these foods. 
Limit the carbohydrate intake to such forms as 
twice-baked breads. 

Protein excess is sometimes the cause: here ex- 
ceptionally foul stools are often found. Make thor- 


| ough examination of feces in all eases. 


Constipation alone undoubtedly produces head- 


‘aches. but usually by means of the accompanying 
disturbance of the digestion (intestinal fermentation 


and putrefaction). Often, laxatives keen the bowels 
so irritated that headache follows: and if the na- 
tient is taken off the laxatives, the headache stops. 
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Persons who have low blood pressure, and 
have peripheral cireulation, often have head- 
aches. The treatment here is warm baths 
with cold douches and thorough friction. 
Blood pressure may often thus be raised and 
the headaches removed thereby.

THE USE OF DRUGS IN THE TREATMENT OF HEADACHE. 


No headdche drugs are free from a permanent 
depressant effect in the long run. Many very sensi- 
ble patients refuse drugs on this basis, but unques- 
tionably drugs must be employed at times, though 
the treatment should rarely ever be purely pallia- 
tive. 

The following suggestions are of value in the 
treatment of an attack of headache: 


Complete rest and quiet, with hot or cold appli- 
cation. 

Laxative, preferably a saline, at onset. 

Aspirin is of value in mild attacks. 

Acetphenetidin, grs. v, repeated in two to three 
hours, sometimes accompanied by the bromides. 
controls ordinary suffering. 

Antipyrin with sodium bicarbonate may be of 
value. 

Cannabis indica, gtts. ii to v of the fluid extract 
is worth trying in migraine, though it fre- 
quently varies in poteney, and is very uncer- 
tain in effect. 

Leeches, applied to the forehead, may give re- 
markable results in violent headaches, espe- 
cially those accompanying acute infections. 


The ease must be very rare which requires opiates. 
Discourage absolutely the use of any analgesic 
drugs except at times when the suffering is severe 
enough to demand it. 

Dr. Grorce S. Derpy: 

Acute diseases of the eye as a source of headachr 
are easy to detect; the most important of them are 
various forms of keratitis, scleritis, iritis (especially 
prone to cause recurrence of headache at night) and 
acute glaucoma. The violent headache in glaucoma is 
due to acute rise in the intraocular pressure, and 
may be relieved by pilocarpin. The headache and 
vomiting seen in acute glaucoma are often so severe 
as to mask the ocular symptoms. 

Headache assumed to be of ocular origin. The 
oculist sees many eases of migraine with striking 
eye symptoms where the pain is referred to the 
eyes, and the patient, therefore, assumes that the 
trouble is purely ocular in origin. The symptoms 
frequently met with are bright spots before the 
eyes, broadening into zig-zag lines, scintillating sco- 
tomata or “fortification phenomena.” <A careful re- 
fraction of the eyes should be done, because in per- 
haps 5-10% of the eases, marked relief of symptoms 
is produced by the wearing of proper glasses, and 
in all every diseoverable source of irritation 
should be removed as far as possible.

Acute pain and headache around the eyes is not | 


due to inflammatory conditions in the eye unless | 
aecompanied by definite signs of ocular inflamma- 
tion. Diseases of the aeeessory sinuses are fre- 
quently responsible for pain of this character, a fact 
often overlooked by the general practitioner. 

The eyes asa source of headache. Tt is extremely 
diffienlt to know how often the eves are responsible. | 
To determine the refractive error is easy, but we} 
find that the degree of error sufficient to cause head- | 
ache varies so enormously 
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that our judgment must be based not merely on re- 
fraction tindings but on the mental and physical 
make-up of the patient, his occupation and many 
other apparently extraneous factors. Here common 
sense is essential in making a correct estimate of 
the case. Almost every patient may be made equally 
comfortable with several differing strengths of 
lenses. It is a fallacy to believe there is one and 
only one perfect lens for each individual eye. In 
many instances it is possible to say that the eyes 
are the probable cause of headac ‘he, in many others 
the reverse is the cas, while in a considerable 
number a conclusion can be reached only by trying 
it out, remembering that the psychologic: al effect of 
glasses may often mask a really negative result. 

It is astigmatism and hypermetropia that are 
more likely to occasion headache. Myopia and 
preshyopia are not so likely to be the cause, while 
the importance of muscular defects has in the past 
been overestimated. Remember that patients who 
give histories of very frequent changes of glasses 
are apt to be unstable nervously and that the ocular 
apparatus is very often the central point in the 
symptoms of neurotic individuals.

BENJAMIN WATERTIOUSE., 


sy A. K. Stone, M.D. 


Benjamin Waterhouse was the first Professor of 
Theory and Practice at the Harvard Medical School 
and held that office for thirty years; was founder of 
the Botanical Garden in Cambridge and started the 
Museum of Mineralogy; was the first to give publie 
talks on natural history in the United States, and 
introduced vaccination into America; yet there is 
very little reference to him in the literature. He is 
deseribed by Dr. Holmes and by James Russell 
Lowell in their recollections of Cambridge, and Dr. 
Welch has written of him. 

Tn the early days of the republie, people thought 
‘vigorously and fiercely. They were quite willing to 
express their opinions and to back them up, as shown 
by Shay’s Rebellion in Massachusetts. The Federal- 
ists had complete control of the country during 
Washington’s second administration, but this was 
'soon broken down and the Federalist Party was 
largely confined to New England. In Massachusetts 





‘they commanded the politieal situation for a great 
many vears.

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Waterhouse was born in Newport in 1754. His 
father was a Quaker and Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas; his mother, the niece of Dr. Fother- 
gill, of England, a distinguished physician. At the 


age of 16, Waterhouse was apprenticed to Dr. Hal-| 


burton of Newport; and at 21, he was sent to Eng- 
land, to the care of his uncle. 
him to Edinburgh, where he worked in the hospital 
for some time. He then went to Leyden for four 
years, travelling about the country during the vaca- 
tions. On returning to England and and Dr. Fo- 
thergill, he assisted him with his practice and lis- 
tened to the learned discussions of the distinguished 
people with whom his uncle associated. But feeling 
that there was greater opportunity for useful work 
in the United States than in assuming his uncle’s 
practice, he returned to America, in 1781, probably 
as well educated a young man as could be found 
here. With his induction into office at the Harvard 
Medical School in 1783, his troubles began. He 
found political activity there, with which he did not 
care to mix. He also felt himself much more well 
informed in the Hunterian doctrines than his col- 
leagues which possibly was a cause of ill feeling. 
He never enjoyed the practice of medicine, but car- 
ried on a large correspondence in various directions 
and so kept in touch with what was going on in the 
world. In 1799 he received from England Jenner’s 
book telling of the introduction of vaccination into 
England. This impressed him as a very important 
matter and he at once started to agitate the question 
here in the United States. He secured some vac- 
cine from the other side and commenced experi- 
ments on his own family, finding the results identi- 
cal with those reported by Jenner. He interested 
Dr. Boylston, who had the smallpox hospital in 
Brookline, to assist him by inoculating members of 
his family with smallpox, and then published results 
of their experiments. Waterhouse followed the 
rules laid down by Jenner and produced excellent 
results; but other members of the profession, not 
knowing these rules or not realizing their impor- 
tance, were careless in their procedures; a fact which 
led to a great deal of trouble. One of the worst in- 
stances where Waterhouse received the blame for 
others’ carelessness occurred in Marblehead. By 
1801 the supply of true vaccine in Massachusetts 
had run out, but after several unsuccessful attempts 
he secured another importation. With this he went 
before the Boston Board of Health and proposed the 
celebrated Boston experiment on children, which was 
carried out. He, from this second importation, sup- 
plied Pres. Jefferson and also New York, Philadel- 
phia and the South with vaccine. 

Early in the century there was a strong feeling 
among the younger men that Waterhouse had out- 
lived his usefulness in the Medical School; various 
attacks were made against him, and in 1812 the 
professorship was declared vacant and Dr. James 
Jackson appointed to fill the vacancy. His public 
lectures on natural history commanded large audi- 
ences and furnished a larger income than he re- 
ceived from the Medical School. In 1813 he was 
appointed inspector of various ports along the coast 
of New England, which position occupied him until 
1820, after which he devoted himself to literary and 
scientific pursuits.

POLIOMYELITIS IN RABBITS. 


The recent work in our laboratory on poliomyeli- 
tis has been divided into three parts: studies on 
transmission of the disease, immunity experiments, 
and the production of the disease in animals. __ 

We have succeeded in transmitting the virus 
through eight successive transfers in rabbits. This 
is the first work of its kind recorded. 

The animals were infected in four different ways: 

1. Inoculations directly into the brain. 

2. Inoculations under the sheath of the sciatic 
, nerve. 

3. Inoculations into a vein. 

4, Placing the virus on the uninjured nasal 

mucous membrane. 


Only negative results were obtained from injec- 
tions into the peritoneal cavity. Of fifty-four rab- 
bits inoculated, twenty-two came down with the dis- 
ease—about 40%. ° This varying susceptibility of 
the rabbits may explain the varying results ob- 
tained by other workers. 

The incubation period in rabbits varies from two 
to forty-one days. This is entirely independent of 
the method of inoculation. ; 

The symptoms may be roughly grouped into two 
sets. 

1. The progressive type. The animal becomes 
sick, loses weight, the appetite decreases and ulti- 
mately a paralysis appears in one or more extremi- 
ties. Then within a few additional days there is a 
general paralysis. 

29. The fulminating type. The whole syndrome 
oceurs within a few hours. One rabbit remained 
well for twenty-five days (the incubation period) and 
then suddenly within one hour it entered into a 
state of collapse. It died during the next few hours. 
Other animals succumbed less rapidly. 

Concerning the age limits, it was found that full- 
grown rabbits resisted the infection, whereas young 
animals reacted to it. All of the successful takes 


were under eight weeks of age. If this continues to 
hold true in future experiments it will furnish a 
striking parallelism with the human cases. 
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The virus in rabbits does not become fixed as in 
rabies. It is filterable as in monkeys and in man. 

The lesions in rabbits differ from those in mon- 
keys. They form a picture of a severe intoxication 
having an affinity for the gray matter. The brunt 
of the attack is expended on the gray matter of the 
central nervous system, especially of the spinal cord 
and medulla. While no perivascular infiltration is 
noted, such as occurs in man, there are present 
hyperemia, general edema, capillary congestion and 
focal hemorrhages. The motor cells show marked 
degeneration and a diffuse infiltration of endothe- 
lial-like cells is found. 


It seems logical to believe that we are dealing 
with real poliomyelitis, for we have an acute para- 
lytic disease with a filterable virus which is capable 
of being transferred from generation to generation | 
and of being inoculated through various channels. | 
The pathology, furthermore, concerns the gray mat-| 
ter of the central nervous system. Hence we are. 
dealing with one disease; the rabbit, however, reacts | 
quite differently than does either the monkey or | 
man.

IMMUNITY TO POLIOMYELITIS. 


Three kind of viruses were used in our experi- 
ments in immunity: emulsions heated to 45° to 50° 
C, emulsions to which amounts of chloroform had 
been added (cold) and a virulent virus, secured from 
strains which had lost their virulence naturally and 
suddenly. 

Monkeys were injected with these several types of 
virus intracranially, intravenously and subecutane- 
ously. No success attended the intracranial inocu- 
lations. Relatively large numbers of injections are 
necessary to produce immunity with the subcutane- 
ous and intravenous routes. Subcutaneous injections 
continued over a long period will produce an im- 
munity as absolute as that which follows a natural 
attack. 

Paper of Drs. R. W. Lovett and E. G. Martin: 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN THE STUDY OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS. 


The conclusions presented here are based upon 
certain clinical observations made with new meth- 
ods. These have resulted from the work on some 
200 cases of paralysis which occurred in the Ver- 
mont epidemic of 1914. 

Charts of the individual muscles affected were 
made in all of the cases studied. About 214 cases 
showed a partial, and one a total paralysis of each 
muscle. We had always supposed hitherto that a 
total paralysis of each affected muscle was the rule. 
These results show the reverse. Accordingly, it is 
desirable to study the means of bringing back the 
muscles to as near the normal as possible. The 
weakened muscles are not less susceptible to exercise 
than normal muscles. 

Our difficulty at the outset of the work was in 
not having a quantitative guide to determine the ex- 
tent of the partial paralyses. Dr. Martin developed 
a method which has proven to be very satisfactory. 
Ten muscles in the leg and twelve in the arm are 
tested by means of a spring balance. The scale 
must be held at.right angles to the limb to be tested. 
The limb is always placed in a standard position. 

The test is very accurate. In normal children the 





results from testing corresponding muscles are sur- 
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prisingly uniform. From a series of tests carried 
out in normal children a table of weights has been 
constructed. 

A definite local weakness in a child which has 
suffered from an indefinite illness is thus sugges- 
tive of an attack of poliomyelitis. Since one muscle 
is rarely affected alone in a child, is appears infan- 
tile paralysis is a pretty wide-spread disease of the 
muscles. About 80% of the muscles involved lie 
below the knee. 

The affected muscles remain the same or they 


‘improve. They do not grow weaker. Exercise should 


not be permitted until muscle soreness has entirely 


lisappeared.

A Mechanistic View of War and Peace. By 
GrorcE W. Crite, edited by Amy F. Row- 


LAND. New York: The Maemillan Company. 


1915. 


This unusual monograph represents the re- 
sults of the author’s clinical observation of the 
behavior of man in injury and disease and the 
extension of his now familiar doctrines of anoci- 
association to the mechanistic explanation of 
various phenomena of human activity as ob- 
served in war and under the influence of differ- 
ent emotions. His work touches also the contri- 
bution of Loeb to the mechanistic interpretation 
of the animate universe and that of Cannon on 
the physiology of the emotions. It is obvious 
that while the study and experiment, upon 
which Dr. Crile’s theory is based, extend back 
over many years, his experience in the present 
European War has been the immediate stimulus 
to the production of the present volume. The 
substance of his pages was written in the war 
zone and was delivered by the author at a lecture 
at the Western Reserve University. It is to be 
regarded, according to the preface, as an intro- 
duction to a forthcoming volume on man as an, 
adaptive mechanism. 

Dr. Crile divides the present monograph, after 
a brief introduction, into five chapters dealing 
respectively with the phenomena of war, the 
biologic interpretation of war, the mechanistic 
view of culture, the mechanistic view of the 
Belgian invasion and the possibility of evolution 
toward peace. He does not believe that war can 
be eliminated from the web of life or feel certain 
that its complete elimination would be an advan- 
tage to man. His purpose is purely analytical 
and as such, in spite of the unusual character of 
his subject, seems genuinely scientific. The book 
is interestingly illustrated with a series of 32 
full-page plates representing phenomena of con- 
flict, both macroscopic and microscopic. — What- 
ever its ultimate acceptance, it is a genuine con- 
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tribution to medical philosophy, and as such de- 
serves the attention of the profession. 


A Synopsis of Medical Treatment. By GrorGE 
CHEEVER SHATTUCK, M.D. Second revised 
printing of the second edition. Boston: 
W. M. Leonard. 1915. 


Some years ago Dr. Shattuck published a little 
pamphlet on Medical Treatment for use in his 
teaching in the fourth year of the Harvard 
Medical School. The present small book is the 
slow and normal outgrowth of that pamphlet. 
Condensed into the book’s few pages are all the 
fundamental facts of modern medical treatment. 
There is no discussion and all therapeutic meas- 
ures of doubtful value are happily eliminated. 

It is a pleasant relief to find a book on treat- 
ment which is willing to confess that only gen- 
eral measures are indicated in certain diseases. 
One of the most valuable parts of the book is the 
short chapter on drugs. Dr. Shattuck is able to 
cut the number of his important drugs down to 
thirty and he discusses those adequately. It is 
a valuable little book for anyone who wishes the 
plain statements of the fundamentals of medical 
therapeutics.

The section on the diseases of the gas- 
tro-intestinal tract is based upon the classifica- 
tion of these diseases adopted some years ago 
by the Harvard Medical School. 

Not all pediatricians will agree with the details 
of infant feeding given in the book nor with 
some of the conclusions in regard to the diseases 
of the gastro-intestinal tract, but all will agree 
that the book is a very clear and practical state- 
ment of the authors’ position in regard to these 
subjects. The literature of infant feeding is pre- 
sented in a more complete form than at any time 
previously. The book should prove of distinct 
value to those interested in either the experimen- 
tal or the practical problems of infancy. It is 
altogether the best book on infant feeding thus 
far written.

This volume in the series of Oxford Medical 
Manuals is intended as a handbook for district 
visitors, nurses and mothers.

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INDUSTRIAL HEALTH INSURANCE. | they must be under strict government super- 


In the issue of the JourNAL for January 6 | 


(Vol. elxiv, p. 32) we published a brief editorial 
announcing the prospective introduction before 
the Massachusetts General Court, under the 
auspices of the American Association for Labor 
Legislation, of a bill providing for a system of 
health insurance for all industrial workers re- 
ceiving salaries of $100 a month or less. This 
bill has since been introduced by the Honorable 
Walter M. Chandler, of Cambridge. Its text is 
at present still not available; but there has been 
introduced before the New York General Assem- 
bly recently a bill substantially the same as that 
introduced in Massachusetts. The Committee 
on Social Insurance of the American Associa- 
tion for Labor Legislation has also published a 
pamphlet containing explanatory matter, em- 
bodying its health insurance standards, with 
the tentative draft of an act which has been 
somewhat altered and expanded in the bills as 
presented to the New York and Massachusetts 
Legislatures. The standards of health insur- 
ance, as outlined in this pamphlet, are as fol- 
lows: 


“*1. To be effective, health insurance should 
be compulsory, on the basis of joint contribu- 
tions of employer, employee and the State. 


**2. The compulsory insurance should in- 
clude all wage workers earning less than a given 
annual sum, where employed with sufficient reg- 
ularity to make it practicable to compute and 
collect assessments. Casual and home workers 
should, as far as practicable, be included within 
the plan and scope of a compulsory system. 


**3. There should be a voluntary supplemen- 
tary system for groups of persons (wage work- 
ers or others) who for practical reasons are kept 
out of the compulsory system. 


“*4, Health insurance should provide for a 
specified period only, provisionally set at twenty- 
six weeks (one-half year), but a system of in- 
validity insurance should be combined with 
health insurance so that all disability due to dis- 
ease will be taken care of in one law, although 
the funds should be separate. 


“5. Health insurance on the compulsory plan 
should be carried by mutual local funds jointly 
managed by employers and employees under 
public supervision. In large cities such locals 
may be organized by trades with a federated 
bureau for the medical relief. Establishment 
funds and existing mutual sick funds may be 


| vision. 

‘*6. Invalidity insurance should be carried by 
funds covering a larger geographical area com- 
| prising the districts of a number of local health 
insurance funds. The administration of the 
|invalidity fund should be intimately associated 
with that of the local health funds and on a rep- 
resentative basis. 


‘‘7 Both health and invalidity insurance 
should include medical service, supplies, neces- 
sary nursing and hospital care. Such provision 
should be thoroughly adequate, but its organiza- 
tion may be left to the local societies under 
strict governmental control. 


‘<8. Cash benefits should be provided by both 
invalidity and health insurance for the insured 
or his dependents during such disability. 

‘‘9. It is highly desirable that prevention be 
emphasized so that the introduction of a com- 
pulsory health and invalidity insurance system 
shall lead to a campaign of health conservation 
similar to the safety movement resulting from 
workmen’s compensation.”’ 

The tentative bill lacks specific details in the 
chapter relating to the provision for medical 
benefit. This omission has arisen from the pol- 
icy of the Social Insurance Committee to post- 
pone drafting these administrative regulations 
closely affecting the medical profession, until it 
can benefit from the advice and codperation of 
the profession itself. The committee has also re- 
frained from attempting to decide what should 
be the basis of remuneration or the rate of com- 
pensation. The American Medical Association 
has already offered its codperation with the 
American Association for Labor Legislation in 
the study of the subject of health insurance, and 
for this purpose has appointed a special commit- 
tee, consisting of Dr. Alexander Lambert of New 
York, Dr. Frederick J. Cotton of Boston, and 
Dr. Henry B. Favill of Chicago. Various local 
medical bodies have also appointed committees 
to study the subject, to make recommendations, 
and to confer with the social insurance commit- 
tee. Without further commenting as yet on 
the provisions of the bills already submitted in 
New York and Massachusetts, the JourNAL de- 
sires editorially to call attention tothem, and to 
the standards of health insurance advocated by 
the Association for Labor Legislation; and to 
urge physicians throughout the Commonwealth 
to give this important subject their attention,

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NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR MENTAL 
HYGIENE. 


THE eighth annual meeting of the National 
Committee for Mental Hygiene, held in New 
York City on February 2, was attended by a 
number of distinguished alienists, publicists and 
social workers. It was announced by the treas- 
urer that the sum of $22,800 has been donated 
by the Rockefeller Foundation to the National 
Committee for carrying on surveys of the care 
of the insane in sixteen states during the pres- 
ent year. This sum, supplementing previous 
gifts from private sources, will make it possible 
for the committee greatly to extend its work. 

The report of Mr. Clifford W. Beers, the see- 
retary, showed that the movement for conserv- 
ing the mental health and for improving the 
care of the insane and feeble-minded has grown 
in a remarkable way. Societies for mental hy- 
giene are now at work in Connecticut, Illinois, 
New York, Massachusetts, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, North Carolina, the District of Columbia, 
Alabama, Louisiana, and California. During 
the present year societies will be organized in 
Michigan, Rhode Island, Minnesota, Indiana, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and Texas. The 
financial resources of the National Committee 
and state agencies have also increased, until now 
about twenty-five times as much is being ex- 
pended on this sort of mental hygiene work as 
was spent in 1908, when the first society was 
founded. 

Dr. Walter E. Fernald, Superintendent of the 
State School for the Feeble-minded, of Waver- 
ley, Mass., presented a plan which had been 
adopted by the Sub-committee on Mental De- 
ficiency, of which he is chairman, for popular 
education, extensive surveys and researches in 
this subject. Demands for advice regarding in- 
stitutional provisions, special classes for back- 
ward children, and psychological examinations 
in the children’s courts, Dr. Fernald said, had 
been received from all parts of the country, and 
it was felt that this movement to deal more ade- 
quately with the problem of the feeble-minded 
could be greatly helped by the same kind of 
authoritative advice and aid which is being 
given on behalf of the insane. A strong appeal 
was made by Dr. Fernald for special funds to 
meet the increased demands for this kind of 
work. Dr. William L. Russell, Medical Superin- 
tendent of Bloomingdale Hospital, described 
how the work of the National Committee is con- 
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ducted under the supervision of an Executive 
Committee, all experts in different fields of 
mental hygiene. 

Dr. Thomas W. Salmon, the medical director 
of the committee, gave an account of the sur- 
veys of the care of the insane which had been 
carried on during the year in South Carolina 
and in Texas, and announced that similar stud- 
ies, each conducted by expert alienists, are 
under way or about to be undertaken in Cali- 
fornia, ‘Tennessee, Missouri, Illinois, North 
Dakota, Indiana, and in the District of Colum- 
bia. Requests for some of these surveys have 
come from the higkest officials in the states, and 
attention was called to the striking change of 
attitude on the part of those charged with the 
care of the insane, who not only permitted, but 
welcomed, such expert studies of their facilities 
for dealing with mental diseases. In the course 
of a moving description of the sufferings of the 
insane confined in county almshouses, jails and 
poor farms, Dr. Salmon expressed the belief 
that the surveys which have been made possible 
by the appropriation of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation will result in the complete abandonment 
of this type of neglect within the next few 
years. The steady decline in the number of 
persons in almshouses, which has existed since 
1880, is due, he said, in large part to the increas- 
ing provision in hospitals for the insane, and 
with the acceleration of this movement, and in- 


creased provision for the feeble-minded, the end 


of the small town or county poor farms which 
dot the countryside, is in sight. It was shown 
that 1668 such institutions, each with less than 
twenty-five inmates, existed in the United 
States, all serving no useful purpose but, on the 
contrary, inviting the improper detention of the 
insane and the feeble-minded. The most en- 
couraging feature of Dr. Salmon’s report was 
an account of the increasing interest in securing 
psychopathie hospitals for all large cities, in 
which the earliest and most efficient treatment 
ean be provided for acute and recoverable cases 
of mental disease. Such hospitals, each with its 
out-patient departments and psychological clin- 
ies for children, exist in Boston, Baltimore, and 
Chicago, as well as in several smaller cities, 
while New York is still unprovided with such an 
institution. 

At the close of its first eight years of activity, 
the work of the National Committee for Mental 
Hygiene has become well established, and fills a 
definite function in the preventive medicine of 
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the day. Though its work may be concerned 
less with the prevention than with the control 
of insanity, yet its influence, by leading to the 
betterment in the conditions of care of the in- 
sane and feeble-minded, and the education of 
the community relative to mental disease, cannot 
fail to have a reflex, if not a direct, influence 
on the public attitude toward insanity, on the 
welfare of the insane, and on the prevalence of 
mental diseases of certain types. 


AN IMPORTANT LEGAL DECISION. 


On February 7 an important legal decision, 
affecting the medical profession, was rendered 
by the full bench of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court in the settlement of a controversy arising 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. The 
Industrial Accident Board had decreed an 
ward of $225 and fourteen days of medical and 
hospital treatment to a beneficiary who was em- 
ployed in a carpet factory and who, while pull- 
ing a piece of carpet in the course of her em- 
ployment, suffered an attack of angina pectoris, 
which was held by the board to be a personal 
injury within the meaning of the act. This 
award was disputed by the liability company 
with which she was insured, but was affirmed, 
sustained and upheld in full by the Supreme 
Court. In rendering this decision, Chief Jus- 
tice Rugg stated his opinion and his interpre- 
tation of the act in part as follows: 


“It is enough to say that the occurrence de- 
scribed by the defendant when she said she felt 
‘something give’ and ‘felt something else give 
way,’ accompanied by the symptoms of angina 
pectoris, may have been found to be a ‘personal 
injury.’ 

**It has been argued on behalf of the insurer 
that since the harm to the employee was not 
wholly the effect of the work, but came in large 

‘part from the previous weakened condition of 
the employee’s heart, hence, either there can be 
no award of compensation, or it should be re- 
stricted to that part of the injury which resulted 
directly from the work, and the part of the in- 
jury which followed from the previous condition 
should be excluded. 

‘*Even though the premise be sound, the con- 
clusion does not follow. The act makes no pro- 
vision for any such analysis or apportionment. 
It protects the ‘employee.’ That word is used 


in Part 5, Section 2, as including ‘any person 
in the service of another under any contract of 
hire,’ with exceptions not here pertinent. 
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‘*There is nothing said about the protection 
being confined to the healthy employee. The 
previous condition of health is of no conse- 
quence in determining the amount of relief to 
be afforded. It has no more to do with it than 
his lack of ordinary care or to the employee’s 
freedom from simple negligence. 

‘‘It is a most material circumstance to be 
considered and weighed, in ascertaining whether 
the injury resulted from the work or from dis- 
ease. It is the injury arising out of the em- 
ployment, and not out of the disease of the 
employee, for which compensation is to be made. 
Yet it is the hazard of the employment acting 
upon the particular employee in his particular 
condition of health, and not what the hazard 
would be if acting upon a healthy employee or 
upon the average employee. 

‘‘The act makes no distinction between wise 
or foolish, skilled or inexperienced, healthy or 
diseased employees. All who are rightly describ- 
able as employees come within the provisions of 
the act. 

“It is argued that grave economic conse- 
quences of far reaching effect may follow from 
the act as thus construed. It is said that per- 
sons not in good health may be altogether ex- 
cluded from employment to their severe hard- 
ship, while the cost of conducting commercial 
and industrial enterprises may become prohibi- 
tively large, all to the detriment of the general 
welfare and of the financial resources of the 
Commonwealth. 

‘‘These considerations are of great public 
moment. But these factors relate to legislative 
questions, and the arguments founded on them 
are distinctly legislative arguments. They may 
be entitled to attention and deliberation at the 
hands of the legislative department of govern- 
ment. In the present form they cannot have 
decisive significance, even if it were plain that 
the enumerated consequences were inevitable. 
The function of the judicial department of the 
government is simply to determine whether an 
act is within the power vested by the constitu- 
tion in the legislature, and then to enforce it 
according to its true meaning in cases as they 
arise.”’ 


According to this decision, the act is held to 
provide, not merely for employees who have re- 
ceived some accidental injury or incurred some 
new sickness as a result of the conditions of 
their employment, but also for those becoming 
incapacitated by reason of the fact that some 
preéxistent illness or physical weakness has been 
aggravated by an incident of their employment. 
The court points out the grave economic conse- 
quences that may result from its construction 
of the act, but holds that its duty is purely in- 
terpretative. 

As a matter of fact, from the physician’s 
point of view, it is difficult to foretell exactly 
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how such a decision may operate. On the one 
hand, it may lead to the exclusion of physical 
defectives from employment at which they 
might otherwise earn a living, thereby subject- 
ing them to personal suffering and hardship, or 
making them eventually charges of the state. 
On the other hand, such exclusion might work 
to the benefit of industrial efficiency and to the 
welfare of the community, by elimination of 
some of its unfit. Sociologic legislation of the 
type of the Workmen’s Compensation Act is so 
inextricably associated with questions of public 
health and of preventive medicine that its ef- 
fect may react unexpectedly on medical as well 
as on social problems. 





SUPERHEATED RAILROAD TRAINS. 


In previous issues of the JOURNAL, we have 
commented from time to time on the evils of 
the prevalent unhygienie practice in America of 
superheating houses, public buildings and public 
conveyances during the winter season. Recog- 
nition of these evils by the laity is slow, yet an 
order recently issued by the general superinten- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railroad System is evi- 
dence that the truth of this proposition is grad- 
ually making headway. The text of this order 
is as follows: 


‘* All sleepers, chair ears and coaches operated 
over Union Pacific Lines are equipped with ven- 
tilating systems by which an adequate supply 
of fresh air is provided. 

‘‘Cars must be well ventilated at all times 
and not allowed to become too warm, or over- 
heated. 

‘‘High temperature is more detrimental to 
health than lack of fresh air. 

‘‘The following temperatures must be main- 
tained during the cool season: 

‘*Sleepers: Days, 70°; nights, 60°. 

‘‘Chair ears and coaches: Days and nights, 

As a matter of fact, the superheated, and 
often inadequately ventilated, Pullman car is 
one of the great discomforts of extended conti- 
nental travel. It is to be hoped that this order 
may be indieative of a developing realization by 
publie transportation companies of the disad- 
vantages of superheating their conveyances, and 
of an intention to consider in this regard the 
health interests and real comfort of their pa- 
trons. 
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MEDICAL NOTES. 


New York Deatu Rare.—<According to fig- 
ures compiled by the Department of Health, 
the deaths from influenza and pneumonia dur- 
ing the past week were slightly lower than the 
previous week. During the week just closed 
there were 346 deaths from influenza and pneu- 
monia, as compared with 360 during the week 
ending February 5, and 424 during the week 
ending January 29. The deaths from heart dis- 
ease and nephritis show a slight increase over 
the deaths from the same causes during the 
previous week, but a very considerable decrease 
as compared with the deaths from these causes 
during the week ending January 29. The 
deaths from the infectious diseases during the 
week were 51, exactly the same number reported 
from these causes during the corresponding week 
of last year, and a very slight increase over the 
number reported from these causes during the 
two previous weeks of this year. During the 
week ending February 12, 1626 deaths were re- 
ported, with a rate of 15.18, as compared with 
1546 and a rate of 14.79 during the correspond- 
ing week of last year; the difference of .39 
point in the rate is equivalent to an increase of 
42 deaths. During the first seven weeks of 1916 
the death rate was 16.28, as compared with 
14.78 for the corresponding week of last year. 


IMporTANT NEW PROCEDURE IN DIPHTHERIA. 
—Certain studies recently made by the New 
York Department of Health have shown that, in 
a number of instances, patients convalescent 
from diphtheria, who have been released from 
quarantine under the present procedure of two 
consecutive negative cultures, have shown as a 
result of still later cultures, the persistence in 
their throats of diphtheria bacilli. In order 
more perfectly to assure the absence of bacilli 
and to diminish the number of patients in whose 
throats they may persist, a definite period of 
quarantine has been established, as follows: 

‘On and after February 28, 1916, no later 
culture will be examined for release from quar. 
antine which is made earlier than twelve days 
from the date of report of the disease. Two 
consecutive negative cultures, made twenty-four 
hours apart, preferably from both nose and 
throat, will be required, as at present.’’ 


TRUDEAU MeMorIAL FounpDATION.—In the is- 
sue of the JourNnaL for January 27 we com- 
mented editorially on the establishment of the 
Trudeau School of Tuberculosis at Saranac, 
in memory of the late Dr. Edward Livingstone 
Trudeau. At a meeting of the trustees of the 
Adirondack Sanatorium, recently held in New 
York City, plans were made for raising the sum 
of $5000 for the purpose of endowing the Tru- 
deau Memorial Foundation, to provide in the 
future funds for conducting research in tuber- 
culosis and for developing methods for its treat-

UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA.—On Friday, | 
February 4, the 150th anniversary of the foun-| 
dation of a medical school by John Morgan at | 
the University of Pennsylvania was celebrated | 
by a dinner given in that city by the Society of | 
the Alumni.

ViraL Statistics, STATE oF MicHigAN.—The 
forty-seventh annual report of the State of 
Michigan, which covers the year 1913, gives a 
birth rate of 24.8, a death rate of 13.8, a mar- 
riage rate of 22.7, and a divorce rate of 2.7. 
There were 3521 more births during this year 
than in the year 1912. Of the total number of 
children born,—73,058,—there were born to par- 
ents both native born, 42,017; and to parents both 
foreign born, 18,546. Of the total number of 
deaths,—40,827,—2,729 were caused by epidemic 
diseases, 2703 by tuberculosis, 2388 by cancer, 
4374 by heart disease, and 2143 by diarrhea and 
enteritis. The total number of marriages was 
33,529. The ages at which the largest per- 
centage of both males and females were married 
were from 20 to 24. In 2061 cases, of the total 
number of 3978 divorces granted in the state, 
there were no children in the families broken up 
by the divorce. 


ViTaL Statistics oF DuNDEE.—In a recent is- 
sue of the British Medical Journal attention is 
called to the low birth rate and high death rate 
prevalent during the year 1915, in Dundee, 
Scotland. For the year 1915 the birth rate in 
Dundee was just over 22 per 1000 inhabitants, 
compared with 28 per 1000 in 1905, 24.5 in 1913, 
and 25 in 1914. Previously the falling birth- 
rate was offset by a falling death rate. In 1915 
this was not so, the surplus of births over deaths 
being only 165; in the worst of the previous 
years it was never below 1500. Among children 
under one year of age, the proportion of deaths 
was 210 for every 1000 born. A contributory 
cause of this high mortality was the occurrence 
of two severe epidemics of whooping cough, 
while measles prevailed in the city in the early 


rate among white persons was above eight per 
cent., and among colored persons twenty per 
cent. In two counties in the Yazoo Valley, 40 
out of every 100 inhabitants presented evidence 
of the disease. 

Striking as the above figures are, they are no 
more remarkable than those relating to the re- 
duction in the incidence of the disease following 
surveys of the Public Health Service at 34 
places, in nearly every state of the South. In 
some instances, from an incidence of 15%, in 
1914, a reduction has been accomplished to less 
than 4 or 5%, in 1915. | 

One of the important scientific discoveries 
made during the year was in regard to the con- 
tinuance of the disease from season to season. 
Over 2000 Anopheline mosquitoes in malarious 
districts were dissected, during the early spring 
months, without finding a single infected insect. 
and not until May 15, 1915, was the first para- 
site in the body of a mosquito discovered. The 
Public Health Service, therefore, concludes that 
mosquitoes in the latitude of the Southern states 
ordinarily do not carry the infection through 
the winter. This discovery indicates that protec- 
tion from malaria may be secured by treating 
human carriers with quinine previous to the 
middle of May, thus preventing any infection 
from chronic sufferers reaching mosquitoes and 
being transmitted by them to other persons. 

Although quinine remains the best means of 
treating malaria, and is also of marked benefit 
in preventing infection, the eradication of the 
disease as a whole rests upon the destruction of 
the breeding places of Anopheline mosquitoes. 
The Public Health Service, therefore, is urging 
a definite campaign of draining standing water, 
the filling of low places, and the regrading and 
training of streams where malarial mosquitoes 
breed. The oiling of breeding places, and the 
stocking of streams with top-feeding minnows, 
are further recommended. The Service also 
gives advice regarding screening, and other pre 
ventive measures as a part of the educational 
campaigns conducted in sections of infected ter- 
ritory. 

This study is typical of the scientific investi- 
gations which are being carried out by the Pub- 
lie Health Service, all of which have a direct

EUROPEAN WAR NOTES. 


AMERICAN AMBULANCE Hosprtau.—The fol- 
lowing letter, recently received, records the cone 
tinuing work of the American Ambulance Hos- 
pital at Neuilly, France, and its need for further 
funds to maintain its beneficent activity: 
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DeartH OF British Miuitary SurGEons.—In 
a recent issue of the London Chronicle it is re- 
ported that a call has been issued for 5000 more 
physicians under the age of 45, to serve at the 
front in the British Royal Army Medical Corps. 
Of the approximately 30,000 physicians in 
Great Britain, 10,000 have already volunteered, 
and if this new call is met, only 15,000 physi- 
cians will remain to care for a civil population 
of 40,000,000. Besides their ordinary duties, 
these physicians are obliged to undertake a great 
deal of additional insurance work, as well as to 
care for the sick and wounded from the front, 
who ultimately reach the great civil hospitals. 
Considerable dismay, it is said, has been caused 
among the medical profession, and generally in 
England, by this recent call for more surgeons 
at the front. In addition, it is to be remem- 
bered that the majority of medical students and 
the more active younger physicians constitute 
those who have already vounteered, so that those 
who remain at home have not only double the 
amount of work to do, but are relatively less 
able physically to undertake it.

BOSTON AND NEW ENGLAND. 


Tue WEEK’s DEATH Rate 1n Boston.—Dur- 
ing the week ending February 19, there were 
255 deaths reported, with a rate of 17.49 per 
1,000 population as compared with 283 and a 
rate of 19.72 for the corresponding week of last 
year. There were 2 deaths from influenza. 
Deaths from pneumonia and broncho-pneumonia 
numbered 45 against 39 last year. 

There were 30 deaths under 1 year as com- 
pared with 48 last year, and 93 deaths over 60 
years of age against 88 last year. 

During the week the number of cases of prin- 
cipal reportable diseases were: Diphtheria, 52; 
searlet fever, 43; measles, 108; typhoid fever, 
4; whooping cough, 32, and tuberculosis, 43. 

Included in the above were the following cases 
of non-residents: Diphtheria, 4; scarlet fever, 9; 
measles, 1. 

Total deaths from these diseases were: Diph- 


theria, 4; scarlet fever, 5; measles, 1; whooping: 


cough, 1, and tuberculosis, 19. Included in 
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these were the following non-residents: Scarlet 
fever, 4, and tuberculosis, 1. 


HospiraL BrQquest.—The will of the late 
Julia H. Copeland, of Middleboro, Mass., which 
was filed for probate at Plymouth, Mass., on 
February 15, contains a bequest of $5000 to the 
Boston Floating Hospital. 


INstrucTIVE District NURSING ASSOCIATION. 
—The thirtieth annual meeting of the Boston 
Instructive District Nursing Association was 
held in this city on Wednesday, February 23. 
The treasurer’s report was presented and offi- 
cers were elected for the ensuing year. Scenes 
demonstrating the work were given by the 
nurses. 


New SaLem Hospirau.—lIt is announced that 
plans have been prepared for the erection of a 
new building for the Salem Hospital, to be lo- 
eated on Lookout Hill, in a tract of 25 acres, 
with an unobstructed view of Salem Harbor. 


“‘The plans call for a modern and scientific 
hospital building, with accommodation for 134 
beds, and providing varying comforts, but the 
Same expert care for private, semi-private, and 
ward patients, and for children and maternity 
eases. The basement is designed for an out- 
patient department, and for the necessary 
pathological, x-ray, sterilizing and other depart- 
ments. The architects have skillfully arranged 
the rooms so that all shall enjoy the maximum 
amount of sunlight and air, with ample provi- 
sion for outdoor beds as well. 

‘*Fire-proof construction is to be used through- 
out. The elimination of wood is carried to a 
point where nothing but the windows and doors 
remain in that material. A completely equipped 
operating department will occupy a separate 
one-story building adjoining, with room also for 
an accident ward. A nurses’ home has been 
planned, but will not be built immediately, 
though accommodations are provided for the 
men and women domestics, and there will be the 
usual laundries, storage rooms, and power- 
plant.’’ 


It is to be hoped that adequate funds for the 
early construction and future maintenance of 
ro" new hospital building may soon be avail- 
able. 


LAWRENCE GENERAL Hosprrau.—The fortieth 
annual report of the Lawrence General Hospital 
records the work of that institution for the year 
ending August 31, 1915. The Ladies’ Union 
Charitable Society, which conducts the hospital, 
has chosen for its president Mrs. Wilbur E. 
Rowell, who succeeds Mrs. S. F. Shackford, for 
forty years president of the society. A memo- 
rial tablet to Mrs. Shackford has been placed in 
the new Nurses’ Home,’ which reads, ‘‘In loving 
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memory of Sarah Frances Shackford, during 
whose presidency this building was begun, and 
who died in office, Oct. 8, 1914.’’ The superin- 
tendent reports a total of 1927 patients for 
the year. The out-patient department ad- 
mitted 1481 patients in this time. Eight nurses 
were graduated from the training school, leavy- 
ing 55 pupils still in training. 


OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
Mr. Henry Copley Greene, Massachusetts 
Field Agent for Conservation of Eyesight, re- 
ports that so far as is known, only one child in 
this state has become blind from ophthalmia 
neonatorum during the year ending Dee. 1, 1915. 
No recent report has given greater encourage- 
ment to workers in the field of prevention of 
blindness, proving as it does the value of con- 
tinued intelligent work. Massachusetts has 
maintained an organized conservation of vision 
movement longer than any of the states. 





Boston Crry HospiraAL ALUMNI ASSOCIATION. 
—The twenty-seventh annual meeting and din- 
ner of the Boston City Hospital Alumni Associa- 
tion were held in Boston on February 23, under 
the presidency of Dr. Robert W. Lovett.

MORTALITY FROM CANCER IN 
WESTERN HEMISPHERE. 


THE 


DurineG the recent sessions of the second sci- 
entific Pan-American Congress at Washington, 
D. C., Mr. Frederick L. Hoffman presented, on 
Jan. 7, an address on the mortality from cancer 
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in the Western Hemisphere. The following ab- 
stract of this address seems to deserve publica- 
tion in view of its relation to the important ques- 
tions of the incidence and distribution of this 
disease :— 


‘*Following a brief discussion of American 
mortality problems, with special reference to the 
decline in the death rate from many important 
diseases, the speaker emphasizes the suggestive 
fact that cancer is one of the few diseases with 
regard to which the statistical evidence seems 
entirely conclusive that the mortality rate is on 
the inerease through practically the entire 
civilized world. He, therefore, maintains that 
the disease demands more serious consideration 
on the part of the medical profession and the 
general public, in conformity to the principles 
laid down by the American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer, organized in 1913. The esti- 
mated mortality from cancer in the continental 
United States for 1915 is given as 80,000, of 
which 32,000 deaths are of males and 48,000 
deaths are of females. Excluding deaths from 
cancer of the generative organs and of the 
breast, the rates for the two sexes, in the regis- 
tration area of the United States, are stated to 
be about the same. The rate is somewhat higher 
in urban centers, when compared with the popu- 
lation of rural districts, but in part this differ- 
ence is accounted for by deaths in institutions; 
but it is suggested that further statistical] in- 
quiry, with a due regard to the age distribution 
of the population, might disclose more important 
differences than are shown by death rates not 
corrected for age and sex. 

‘*Emphasis is placed upon the race factor, as 
illustrated by a white cancer death rate for 30 
Southern cities of 80.3 per 100,000 of popula- 
tion, and a rate of 55.2 for the colored. It is 
stated that there has been a considerable increase 
in the negro cancer death rate since the Civil 
War, and particularly so in the case of cancer 
of the uterus. The cancer mortality rates of the 
Eastern and Western Hemispheres are compared 
with reference to latitude, and apparently the 
evidence is fairly conclusive that there is a de- 
creasing rate of frequency with diminishing dis- 
tances from the Equator. For the Eastern 
Hemisphere the rate is given as 98.3 and for 
the Western Hemisphere as 78 per 100,000 of 
population. These rates are naturally affected 
by the conditions of life of the populations con- 
sidered, and there would seem to be a very close 
relation between cancer frequency and the at- 
tained degree of material civilization. At least 
as far as the data can be relied upon, cancer is 
extremely rare among native races, such as the 
North American Indians, the Esquimos, and the 
negroes of the West Indies. The relation of 
wealth and poverty to cancer is illustrated by a 
very interesting analysis of the data for Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, which seem to prove that can- 
cer is decidedly more common among the well- 
to-do than among the poor, while, in contrast, 
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tuberculosis is largely a disease of poverty. This 
rather interesting conclusion seems further con- 
firmed by the statement that cancer is more com- 
mon among those who are overweight in com- 
parison with those who are underweight. 

‘‘As regards the effect of marriage, some new 
statistics for England and Wales are referred to 
as tending to prove that cancer of the female 
breasts and the ovaries is of greater frequency 
among the unmarried, whereas cancer of the 
uterus is more common among the married. It 
is suggested that further statistical inquiry into 
this particular aspect of the cancer problem 
would yield results of much practical import- 
ance. 

‘‘With reference to the important question of 
the increase in cancer, attention is directed to 
the data for England and Wales, which, for the 
period 1901-1913, show an increase in the cancer 
death rate at every differential period of life 
except ages 5 to 14. The increase has been most 
pronounced, however, at ages over 55. 

‘“‘The geographical! distribution of cancer 
throughout the Western Hemisphere is consid- 
ered at some length, with special reference (1) 
to the larger states and areas, and (2) to the 
principal cities, for which, naturally, the data 
are more conclusive. 

‘*Concerning the cities located in the tropical 
belt of the Western Hemisphere—that is, be- 
tween latitude 10° north and 20° south—a wide 
disparity is shown to exist between the maximum 
rate of 104.8 for Caracas and 21.8 for La Paz 
per 100,000 of population. Whether there is 
any relation between cancer and altitude has not 
yet been determined. 

‘‘The most suggestive new data are the com- 
parative cancer rates, by organs and parts, for 
three large cities of North America and four 
large cities of Central and South America. The 
cities considered are New York, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, the City of Mexico, Rio de 
Janeiro, Montevideo, and Buenos Aires. The 
comparison emphasizes the fact that a relatively 
low general cancer death rate is generally due to 
the rarity of cancer of certain specified forms or 
parts, and not necessarily to common errors in 
diagnosis or incompleteness of death certifica- 
tion. Attention is directed to the extremely 
high mortality from cancer of the stomach and 
liver in Montevideo and Buenos Aires. In a 
subsequent discussion, a comparison is presented 
from the United States registration area and 
Uruguay. It is shown that the male cancer 
death rate for the United States is 55.7 per 
100,000 of population, against a rate of 73.2 for 
Uruguay; but the female cancer death rate is 
distinctly higher for the United States, being 
90.6, against 58.6 for Uruguay. The excess in 
the female cancer death rate is largely due to 
the higher mortality from cancer of the female 
breast and the female generative organs. 

‘‘In conclusion it is stated that, ‘in contrast 
to the comparative rarity of cancer in many of 
the countries and islands of Central and South 
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America, the discussion draws attention to the 
excessive frequency of the disease in such cities 
as Buenos Aires and Montevideo, where it has 
been shown that cancer is even more common 
than in cities of corresponding size in the north- 
ern portion of the Western Hemisphere. In this 
direction also the outlook is encouraging that 
further statistical research, amplified by medical 
and anthropological studies, and most of all, by 
thoroughly qualified studies of metabolism, diet, 
and habits of life, would yield results of consid- 
erable practical importance. Accepting as con- 
clusive the recorded rate of excessive cancer fre- 
quency for many of the countries and states of 
the Pan American Union, it would, furthermore, 
seem of the utmost urgency that the attention 
of these countries should be directed to the prin- 
ciples and methods of the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer, as a first step in the 
direction of an effective public education in the 
essential cancer facts preliminary to an ultimate 
reduction in the mortality from malignant dis- 
ease throughout the Western Hemisphere.’ ’’ 


NEW YORK CITY’S POPULATION, AND 
THE STATE CENSUS. 


THE Department of Health feels that the pop- 
ulation figures returned by the recent New 
York State census of July, 1915, do not consti- 
tute a satisfactory basis for the caleulation of 
births, deaths or marriage rates of the City, or 
for other statistical purposes dealing with the 
department activities. 

In round numbers the population figures re- 
turned by the state census are 5,047,000. The 
United States Census Bureau, using the arith- 
methical method of calculation, estimated the 
population of the city on July 1, 1915, as 5,- 
585,772. The reason for this large divergence 
lies mainly in the fact that the purpose of the 
state census was to furnish a basis of apportion- 
ment of the state population for redistricting 
the state Senatorial representation. For this 
reason, the state census enumeration in this city 
did not include: 


(a) Persons attached to Federal government 
reservations. 

(b) Persons who did not have a permanent 
residence in the city, such as the transient guests 
in the numerous hotels in Manhattan. 

(ec) Inmates of institutions, other than homes, 
private asylums, and Catholic institutions, who 
had their permanent places of abode outside of 
the election districts where such institutions 
were situated. Such persons were not counted 
as of the institutions because it was understood 
that they were counted at their permanent 


abode. 


To these three classes, the Department of 
Health would add 
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(d) Well-to-do persons who could not be lo- 
cated because already out of town for the sum- 
mer, and concerning whom no information could 
be obtained from other sources. 

(e) Persons who left the city for the summer, 
giving up their apartments, and placing their 
household goods in storage. 

(f) Persons, like day laborers, who regularly 
leave the city for out-of-town employment with 
the onset of the summer, but whose home in 
winter is in this city. 


The Department of Health has applied a

reliability of the state enumeration and of the 
various estimates that have been made. One 
of the best of these tests is that furnished by 
the number of births occurring in the commu- 
nity. Last year 141,356 births were reported in 
the city of New York. There is no reason, what- 
ever, to believe that the birth rate last year was 
higher than the rate in 1910 (the last census 
year), at which time it was 26.87 per thousand 
of the population. In fact, those most familiar 
with New York City conditions believe that the 
rate was considerably less. Practically in all 
civilized countries the birth rate has steadily de- 
clined in the past ten or fifteen years. If we 
assume that the birth rate was 25 per thousand 
during 1915, calculations from the actual num- 
ber of births recorded, namely, 141,356, indicate 
that New York City’s population during 1915 
was approximately 5,650,000. It will be noted 
that this figure approaches closely the figure ar- 
rived at by the United States Census Bureau, 
using the arithmetical method of calculation for 
1915, namely, 5,585,772. 

A further reason for considering the estimate 
above proposed as entirely reasonable and con- 
servative is furnished by comparing the figures 
for New York and Boston. Thus in the past five 
years, Boston’s population has increased 9%, as 
determined by the Federal enumeration of 1910 
and the state enumeration of 1915. From 1900 
to 1910 Boston’s population increased by 19%. 
The New York City increase from 1910, as 
shown by the state census of 1915, would credit 
New York City with a growth of but 5.9%, 
while past experience has shown that New York 
City has grown at a faster, and not a slower, rate 
than Boston, for in the ten years from 1900 to 
1910, New York City’s population increased 
38%. 

While the state census credits New York City 
with a growth of only 5.9%, it eredits the state 
of New York, outside of the city, with a growth 
of 6.8% from 1910 to 1915, a reversal of the 
relation which has always existed in the past. 
It is preposterous to declare that the state out- 
side of the city of New York grew between those 
vears at a rate greater than that of the city. 

A further evidence of inconsistency is readily 
obtained by a study of the records of births and 
deaths in the Department of Health of this city. 
There were 306,000 more births than deaths in 
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|New York City in the period 1910 to 1915, and 


yet the state census enumeration credits New 


York City with a total increase of only 280,000. 


~What has become of the 26,000 thus unaccounted 
for? 


We are similarly interested in the fate of the 
1,070,000 more immigrants than emigrants re- 
corded as having passed through the port of 
New York in the years 1910 to 1914, up to the 
beginning of the European War, and destined to 


‘the state of New York. Experience in the past 
has been that not less than 50% of the immi- 


grants arriving at this port have remained in 
Where are these 535,000 alien immi- 
Finally we must consider that the 


trend of the movement of the population for 





many years has been from rural districts to the 
city. No attempt has been made to estimate the 
constant addition to the population from this 
source, because of the impossibility to secure 
accurate data. 

In view of the above considerations, the de- 
partment feels that the estimate of population 
for this city, arrived at by the arithmetical 
method of computation, which is that employed 
by the United States Census Bureau, most 
nearly represents the actual population of the 
city at the present time, and it will, therefore, 
use this method as the basis of its vital statistics 
until 1920, the year of the next federal census. 
Using the population figures thus obtained, the 
population for 1915 and 1916, respectively, is as 
shown in the following table:
